(extremely rare). Type 1B reverse with beaded inner border between two 
linear circles, and coarse edge reeding. The Type 1 Adelaide Pound is 
significantly scarcer among the two reverse types, with most surviving 
examples being of the crenulated variety—a design element introduced 
to new dies after the noted obverse die crack. This alteration occurred 
early in the production of these emergency Adelaide Assay Office issues, 
explaining the large disparity in surviving specimens. To set the rarity in 
context, it is estimated that out of the total recorded mintage of 24,648 only 
less than 50 were produced with Type 1 reverse die. This is also reflected 
in the current certified populations, where Type 2 outnumbers Type 1 
with a ratio of ten to one. At PCGS only three Type 1B ‘coarse reeding’ 
examples are witnessed, compared to six Type 1A ‘fine reeding’ pieces. 
Although the present specimen admits scattered marks from handling and 
balanced wear from circulation, it is undoubtedly a historically significant 
artifact from the formative Crown colony era, and an essential addition to 
an advanced cabinet of Australian gold pieces. Privately purchased from 
Jaggard’s in Sydney, Australia; accompanied by their flip. 


In 1852, South Australia introduced not a conventional coin, but a 
meticulously crafted coin-shaped ingot, guaranteed to hold the value 
of a pound. With exact specifications of purity (22 carats) and weight 
(5 pennyweight and 15 grains) provided by the colony, the ingots were 
produced from gold transported from the Victorian goldfields. Despite 
its technical illegality as minted without Royal Assent, these ingots were 
commissioned by the South Australian government to address a pressing 
economic dilemma arising from the mass migration of able-bodied men of 
the state to the Victorian gold fields, which critically drained the colony s 
monetary resources and indeed, threatened its very survival as a crucial 
part of workforce required for farming was absent. Remarkably, before the 
formal authorization request was processed in England and the subsequent 
refusal reached Adelaide, the Adelaide Assay Office had already taken 
decisive action, issuing these tokens and stopped the minting, and in doing 
so effectively resolved the economic crisis.

In April 1887, the Royal Mint in London dispatched six pairs of gold Half 
Sovereign Dies to Sydney. These dies featured Joseph Edgar Boehm’s new 
effigy of Queen Victoria and were prepared for production to commence 
in June, aligning with the Golden Jubilee celebrations. Notably, the 
initials “J.E.B.” had not been included on the master die. Instead, 
Royal Mint employee William Poplett hand-punched these initials onto 
each individual die. Due to this manual process, the positioning of the 
initials and stops varied, making each of the six dies unique in its own 
way, with some showing subtle differences and others more pronounced 
variations.

In the 1890s, the Australian colonies endured a severe economic downturn, with 1893 being an especially harsh year. This financial crisis led to the 
collapse of many banks, some of which never reopened. Consequently, the Melbourne Mint did not produce any half sovereigns from 1888 to 1895, except 
for a notable issue in 1893. That year’s mintage of 110,000 half sovereigns is believed to consist primarily, if not entirely, of the Jubilee Head design, 
as the Veiled Head had not yet been introduced and the last obverse die was of the former type. The presence of some 1893 Melbourne half sovereigns 
featuring the Veiled Head design remains an unexplained phenomenon, yet these coins undeniably exist. Two examples are held in the Royal Australian 
Mint Collection and at least three are known to reside in private hands, dispersed in the Reserve Bank of Australia gold sale in 2005.

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Enigmatic Plain Edge Proof 1887-S Jubilee Sovereign

(plain edge unlisted), Marsh-138G (R7). Dish S1. Pre-eminent authority on the Jubilee Sovereign series David Iverson shared an intriguing account 
regarding the 1887-S Proof coins in his essential “The Iverson Collection” catalog. According to Mr. Iverson’s research, no proof dies were sent from 
the Royal Mint in London to the Sydney branch mint until September 1887, with their arrival not expected until November. However, the Sydney mint 
desired a few specially crafted coins to present to dignitaries at the launch of the new coins. To achieve this, one of the six currency die pairs received 
earlier by Sydney was “enhanced” to produce a superior finish for the initial strikes. An excerpt from the 1887 annual report of the Sydney branch mint 
confirms this: “The first delivery of sovereigns of the new design was made on the 22nd June. His Excellency the Governor and Lady Carrington were kind 
enough to attend at the mint, to strike the proof pieces, and to start the machinery for the new coinage.” The Iverson collection included one example, ex. 
The Park House collection, of this “enhanced” type, and the coin at hand appears to be from the same die pairing, as does the “specimen-like” example 
in lot 696 of the Bentley collection mentioning a “blundered B in JEB”. What sets the present selection apart from these two specimens is the plain edge. 
Again leaning on Mr. Iverson’s scholar, “‘a few” plain edge examples were minted both for the half and the full 1887-S sovereign, with a pair appearing 
in a Jaggard’s advertisement in 2000. The present cataloger finds it doubtful that the advertised coin would be the same as the piece seen here yet it is 
within the realm of possibility. However, the question remains if all the plain edge 1887-S coins were minted from true proof dies or were they struck 
also from the “enhanced” business strike dies. Observing the coin at hand it admits copious wisps entirely covering the lower-lying fields on both verses, 
and a limited number of marks from handling marring the brilliance. Notably, the plain edge remains glossy and intact. Certainly a piece that demands 
further research from a dedicated Sovereign specialist, and we expect to see heightened interest as this crosses the auction block.

Revered in the Quartermaster catalog as “Australia’s rarest 
circulating Sovereign” and esteemed by the Bentley Collection cataloger as “Legendary,” an unending array of superlatives underscores the significance 
of encountering this extraordinary type in the numismatic arena. For the cataloger, this occasion is both exhilarating and humbling, as one of the privileged 
few to handle such a remarkable emission firsthand, while also acknowledging the debt owed to predecessors in unraveling the origins and narrative 
of these scarce survivors. The meticulous research by Mr. Hodgson, supported by Mr. Dyer of the Royal Mint Museum, appears to provide a definitive 
account. Now, in the presence of the coin itself, a moment of quiet reverence ensues, though brief remarks are warranted. Graded Choice Mint State 
by PCGS, the obverse reveals minor marks to the King’s features and occasional field impacts. On the reverse, attention is drawn to the characteristic 
‘pickled’ surface, the well-executed date, and the distinctive ‘S’ mint mark. Further scrutiny uncovers a spot of rub between the horse’s front legs, noted 
for completeness. Concluding the visual assessment, the fields exhibit an appealing, predominantly even honeyed flaxen tone emboldened by surprising 
vitality in mint bloom. Overall, this selection commands serious consideration from astute collectors of Australia’s rarest gold emissions and we expect 
to witness a warm welcome from the international numismatic community.

Owing to the exemplary investigative work set forth by Howard Hodgson in his two-part article “The 1920 Sydney sovereign: A centenary review” 
(Coin News April/May, 2021) it is now conclusively understood from the Royal Mint Annual Report that the total mintage for the 1920-S issue was 
360,180 pieces, all produced from two pairs of 1920-dated dies and struck in January and in June 1920. The mintage number for the 1920-S Sovereign 
may benefit from additional framing to fully appreciate the significance. During the pre- and post-WWI era, mintages typically exceeded I million coins 
annually across Sydney, Melbourne, and Perth, with the bulk increasingly produced in Perth from the abundant gold derived from Western Australia. By 
1918, production of Sovereigns surged to nearly 4 million per annum due to wartime demands, while production of half Sovereigns ceased in 1917 as 
they were deemed unnecessary for commerce. Hodgson 8 article highlights a drastic shift in 1920 towards minting smaller denominations like Pence and 
Halfpence to satisfy the Commonwealth Treasurys wishes. The rarity of the 1920-S Sovereign is attributed largely to most of its mintage being melted 
down with 105 million other Sovereigns in the late 1920s and early 1930s in the US and England. While previous scholarship suggested these rare coins 
were commissioned by Sydney s Jacob Garrard for his Golden Wedding Anniversary, Hodgson refutes this, indicating no formal order has been located, 
and suggesting Garrard much more likely sourced them from the Commonwealth Bank, which received new Sovereigns directly from the Sydney Mint 
during the 1920s. Hodgson further stipulates the survival of the Garrard family coins is likely attributable to the fact they remained safely tucked away in 
Australia and thus avoided the melting pots of the UK and the USA. As such, it is notable that the 1920-S represents what is perhaps the paramount rarity 
of the regular circulation Sovereign series, rather than a subset minted to order. Currently, the following additional examples are known to the public 
eye, in addition to the at least two coins mentioned by Hodgson that reside in the Garrard family possessions. What happened to the Dixson Collection 
example in the State Library of New South Wales which was replaced with a fake by the infamous forger David Gee, remains a mystery to this date and 
a story for another time.

The reverse also 
boasts significant vertical die-polish evidence.

31042 Carol I Leu 1876-(b) AU53 PCGS, Brussels mint, KM10, 
Schaffer/Stambuliu-14. Hardly ever encountered, even at lower AU levels, 
this is the uncontested key date in the series. Looking internationally, the 
last few to come to market were problem pieces, so this wholesome issue 
should release pent-up demand for a fresh and original example that bests 
even those in major collections and institutions. 


31043 Carol I Leu 1881-V MS66 PCGS, Vienna mint, KM14, 
Schaffer/Stambuliu-21. One-year type that is practically impossible to 
source in Gem status. Displaying some mottled pomegranate and grape 
tone alongside fervent luster. A single example ranks higher at NGC out of 
over 80 specimens currently graded at the major certification companies. 


31044 Carol I Leu 1884-B MS63 Prooflike PCGS, Bucharest mint, 
KM22, Schaffer/Stambuliu-33. Practically unheard of with such a power- 
ful level of mint-made brilliance, this is the sole 1884 Leu to be certified 
as Prooflike at either NGC or PCGS. The amount of flash emanating from 
the icy expanses on each side is extremely impressive, as is the pin-point 
detail on the frosted central design motifs. Possibly the only extant ex- 
ample worldwide of an 1884 Leu with decidedly Prooflike characteristics, 
we foresee spirited bidding for a chance to own such a unique piece. 


31045 Carol I Leu 1884-B MS63 PCGS, Bucharest mint, KM22, 
Schaffer/Stambuliu-33. A strong conditional showing for this one-year 
type, rarely sourced in Choice or Gem states. Exhibiting serene luster and 
that whirls beneath a pewter patina tinted with blush tones. 


31046 Carol I Leu 1885-B AU58 PCGS, Bucharest mint, KM22, 
Schaffer/Stambuliu-37. Quite elusive towards the upper-tiers of preserva- 
tion, this barely circulated piece sports original toning and tons of charac- 
ters.

The obverse regalia 
and reverse feathers display virtually no wear. 
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Famed Choice Rarity of the Romanian Series 


31080 Carol I gold Specimen Pattern 20 Lei 1868 SP63 Deep 
Cameo PCGS, KM-Pn12, cf. Schaffer/Stambuliu-10.1.1. Without the ‘c’ 
mintmark in exergue. Plain edge. One of the most celebrated rarities in 
all of Romanian numismatics and the single finest piece known at either 
major grading service, with a lesser example selling in our January 2024 
NYCINC auction for $336,000 all-in. Prior to that, this type was last seen 

in May 2014 when Baldwin’s sold an uncertified, lightly scratched ex- 
ample from the Ake Lindén collection, realizing $110,000 plus buyer’s 

premium. The present offering earns a Choice designation due in part to 

its great surface quality, whereas the two previous examples noted show- 
case more pronounced wisps. Further elevating this specimen are highly 
frosted Deep Cameo surfaces and immaculately preserved devices that 

evince virtually no rub and that ooze opulence from the freshly polished 

dies. This is perfectly centered with no detracting marks or rim imperfec- 
tions. 100 minted but far fewer are estimated to survive, with those in 

major collections and museums typically faring as “circulated,” with the 

current example as the finest this cataloger is aware of. 


The story of this intriguing emission per Schaffer and Stambuliu is very 
powerful, as it was commissioned in great secrecy from dies abroad and 
issued as a symbol of Romania's monetary sovereignty and independence 
against the wishes of the Ottoman Empire. Not only does it carry Carol 
Is effigy as the chief of the Romanian State, but the legend CAROL I 
DOMNULU ROMANILORU translates to “Carol I Ruler of Romanians” 
and this caused an uproar from the Ottomans. In the wake of much protest 
against these signs of defiance and apparent ambitions of national inde- 
pendence, the Romanian Government stopped the minting and brought 
into country only 100 of the Proof coins. It is purported that Carol depos- 
ited about 50 pieces at the foundation of the Peles Castle, and gave the 
rest to his Government minsters and his personal friends.

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31081 Carol I gold 20 Lei 1870-C MS63 PCGS, Berlin mint, KM7, 
Schaffer/Stambuliu-6. Mintage: 5,000. An immensely popular and often 
fiercely contested issue, especially when located in comparable Choice 
Mint State preservation. Issued while still under Ottoman control, this 
saffron-infused example remains fresh and enlivened by ample mint bril- 
liance. In the last two decades, we’ve handled only a single other speci- 
men as fine, only confirming the conditional rarity witnessed here.

400 submitted to third-party grading receiving such treatment, the piece at 
hand endures within a small group at the MS64 level. 


31084 Carol I gold 20 Lei 1890-B MS63 PCGS, Bucharest mint, 
KM20, Schaffer/Stambuliu-39. A distinguished two-year type expected to 
draw significant attention from quality-minded collectors of this increas- 
ingly difficult series, whose star has dramatically risen in recent years. 
Booming luster abounds this Choice survivor, elevated by a pervasive 
honeyed patina that will surely carry it to its next cabinet.

15,000. Struck to commemorate Carol’s 40th anniversary of reign. Deca- 
dently lustrous with die polish striations adding further lushness to the 
mellowed orange patina. Though not scarce compared to other gold emis- 
sions of Romanian origin, opportunities to acquire a piece at this level 
of quality are few and far between. None graded higher between both 
services. 
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31087 Carol I gold “40th Anniversary of Reign” 20 Lei 1906-(b) 
MS63 PCGS, Brussels mint, KM37, Schaffer/Stambuliu-64. Mintage: 
15,000. Struck to commemorate Carol’s 40th anniversary of reign. An es- 
sential type in the Romanian gold series, featuring the dual busts of Carol 
I as both prince and king, “DOMNUL” and “REGE.” The luster here is 
quite appealing while the occasional wisp might cap the assigned grade, 
doing little to diminish the originality that ultimately elevates the visual 
allure. 


31088 Carol I gold “40th Anniversary of Reign” 25 Lei 1906 MS62 
PCGS, Brussels mint, KM38, Schaffer/Stambuliu-65. Struck in celebra- 
tion of Carol I’s 40th anniversary of his reign. One of the more stylized 
obverse and reverse combinations in early 20th-century European nu- 
mismatics, instantly recognizable by most and featuring the rigid bust of 
Carol I and the regal Wallachian eagle bracing sword and scepter.

Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, Texas. The arbitrator’s award may 
be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction.

Payment via credit card (Visa, Mastercard, and Discover) will be accepted upon 
prior approval by Auctioneer. All payments by credit card will incur a surcharge of 2.5%. 
Payment by eCheck, wire transfer, or check will not incur a surcharge. This fee only

Located on the western coast of Italy, the ancient Etruscan city of Populo- 
nia held a unique position in the annals of numismatics. Famed as the only 
Etruscan city-state with direct access to the sea, Populonia prospered as a 
pivotal center of iron production and trade, attributes inextricably linked 
to its distinctive coinage. As the largest and most important mint in Etrus- 
can society during the late 5th and 4th centuries BC, it produced a con- 
siderable volume of coins, primarily struck in silver and bronze, but also 
a small quantity in gold. The silver coinage, often featuring depictions of 
facing heads of divinities or mythical creatures on the obverse, was drawn 
mainly from the Greek drachma system, while the bronze coinage show- 
cased imagery of animals, local symbology, or mythological narratives 
inspired intrinsically from Etruscan culture. 


Renowned in the ancient world for its unique approach to numismatics, 
Populonia crafted an intriguing variety of uniface or single-sided coin- 
age, including rarely seen ones in gold. In contrast to the more prevalent 
silver and bronze coins, these gold uniface coins were evidently minted in 
much smaller quantities, suggesting they were likely used for significant 
transactions or ceremonial purposes.

The coins of Greek Sicily abound with symbolism, the meaning of which 
is not always obvious to the modern observer. Messana, located on the 
northwest corner of Sicily and the third most populous city on the island, 
chose as its civic badges a chariot pulled by a pair of mules (biga) and 
a leaping hare. On this pleasing tetradrachm, the mule biga is driven by 
a woman, most likely the nymph Messana, while the hare springs over 
a similarly leaping dolphin. As to what it all means, we can surmise as 
follows: In 484 or 480 BC, a mule team from Messana won the Olympic 
Games in the event known as the anape (mule biga race); naturally, civic 
pride prompted the Messenians to advertise the victory on their coinage. 
The hare is an animal sacred to the god Pan, who had a temple in Mes- 
sana and was widely worshipped there. The dolphin below the hare harks 
back to the original name of Messana, Zankle (“sickle”), so named for 
it’s crescent-shaped harbor, of which the leaping dolphin’s arched shape 
became a visual allegory.

Though positioned outside mainland Greece, Syracuse was founded by 
colonists from central Greece in the 8th century BC, and retained all the 
trappings of Hellenic culture while actively participating in the wider 
Greek world. For centuries there were conflicts between the original 
settlers (Gamoroi) and the servile class. Matters became complicated 
when the nearby city of Gela began to pursue an expansionist policy and 
to intervene in the affairs of its neighbors. Gelon, the tyrant of the city, 
conquered Syracuse in 484 BC, establishing the ‘Deinomenid Tyranny’, 
named after Gelon’s father. Gelon fought off a Carthaginian incursion 
of possibly 300,000 men in 480 BC, right around the time Themistocles 
and the Athenians defeated the Persians at Salamis. There are hypotheses 
that suppose the Persians and Carthaginians were in contact and perhaps 
even maintained a loose alliance, seeking to crush the Greek world in a 
vast pincer movement of Mediterranean-level proportions. But the Greeks 
prevailed, defeating both their enemies so soundly that neither Persia nor 
Carthage threatened the Greek world for the rest of the fifth century.

Gelon s brother Hieron took over the Syracuse-Gela tyranny following the 
former ss death in 478 BC. Like his brother, he achieved an important mili- 
tary victory over outside invaders that secured the liberty of the Greeks 
of Magna Graecia: Hieron defeated the Etruscans at Cumae on the Bay 
of Naples in 474 BC. Though probably less decisive than his brothers 
triumph over Carthage, the naval battle won him recognition across the 
Greek world as a defender of Hellenic people and freedom. He was a 
sportsman too, participating in the Olympic Games and emerging victori- 
ous in both the horse and chariot races. Clearly a guest of importance at 
the Games, Hieron was the subject of odes by the great Greek poets of the 
day, including Pindar, Aeschylus, and Bacchylides. While at the Olympics, 
the tyrant of Syracuse also received a helmet for his victory against the 
Etruscans with an inscription detailing the event. The piece now sits in 
the British Museum. Hieron died in 467 BC, and despite the impressive 
achievements of him and his brother, the people of Syracuse overthrew 
the Deinomenids and established a democracy which lasted until 405 BC.

This beautiful tetradrachm falls into the earlier series of coins struck un- 
der Agathocles, who ruled Syracuse as a military strongman or “tyrant” 
and later styled himself “King of Sicily.” In many ways he was a western 
counterpart to the Hellenistic rulers who carved up Alexander the Great's 
vast empire to the east. The son of a simple potter, he joined the army and 
rose through the ranks to become a strategos, or general. Ambitious, au- 
dacious and unscrupulous, he was banished for attempting to overthrow 
the democratic government of Syracuse, but returned in 317 BC leading 
an army of mercenaries, seized the city, and banished or murdered all of 
his opponents. War with Carthage followed; with Syracuse under siege, 
he staged a daring attack on the African hinterlands of Carthage that 
turned the tide of war in his favor. Though ultimately defeated in Africa, 
Agathocles returned to Sicily strengthened and was able to conclude a 
treaty with Carthage on favorable terms.

The location of the main Carthaginian mint in Sicily identified by Pu- 
nic inscription as “The Camp” has long been a matter of conjecture and 
dispute. Recent research, adopted by Oliver Hoover in his Handbook of 
Coins of Sicily (CNG 2012), suggests the “Camp” mint to have been En- 
tella, a fortress-like city located in central-west Sicily. Founded by the 
Trojans in the 500s BC, Entella was conquered by a group of Campanian 
mercenaries in about 410 BC who quickly sold their services to the Car- 
thaginians (alternatively, the Campanians might have been employed by 
Carthage before they took the city). The city remained a Punic stronghold 
through most of the fourth century, although the Syracusan tyrant Timo- 
leon briefly drove them out circa 342 BC (a peace treaty dividing Sicily, 
into Greek and Carthaginian spheres of interest in 338 BC, returned En- 
tella to Punic control). The Siculo-Punic coinage of Entella seems to have 
been intended mainly to pay mercenary soldiers who were used to being 
paid in Greek coin, as the silver tetradrachms adhere closely to the Attic 
weight standard. Designs were usually based on the ubiquitous issues of 
Syracuse (obverse), but with reverses displaying their Carthaginian al- 
legiance (the palm tree, phonix in Greek, is likely a canting pun on the 
term Phoenician). Horses also feature prominently, likely referring to the 
outstanding cavalry of the Carthaginians and their Campanian allies.

Carthage, a Phoenician colony on the coast of North Africa, became a 
maritime powerhouse in the fifth century BC and challenged the Greek 
cities of Sicily and southern Italy for control of the western Mediterranean. 
By the early third century, much of Sicily had fallen under Carthaginian 
control and mints were established on the island to produce coins used to 
pay the largely mercenary army. The stage was now set for collision with 
Rome, the newly dominant power in Italy. Starting in ca. 264 BC, Car- 
thage and Rome fought three titanic wars that produced more death and 
destruction than any other conflict before the 20th century. 


This massive silver piece was struck during the First Punic War with 
Rome (264-241 BC) and was of the earliest phase, being on the Punic 
instead of the Attic standard. Jenkins translated the Punic as meaning “in 
the land,” perhaps a statement by the Carthaginians they were the rightful 
occupants of Sicily, as opposed to the newly arrived Romans.

Acanthus was a city situated on the western shore of the Chalcidice Pen- 
insula, near the entrance to the Athos Peninsula. Founded as a Greek 
colony in the 7th century BC by settlers from the Greek city of Andrus, 
its location along the coastline and its proximity to a silver mine made 
it strategically important for maritime trade and defense. Of the Archaic 
Greek coinages, the imagery of Acanthus is among the most striking and 
influential, depicting a lion attacking a bull, a motif soon adopted by sev- 
eral other cities. Lions prowled the hinterlands of Thrace and Macedon in 
this era and Herodotus recounts an episode when the baggage train of the 
Persian King Xerxes ’s army was set upon by lions during its march from 
Asia Minor into Greece proper.

Alexander the Great, born in 356 BC in Pella, Macedonia, was one of the 
most renowned military leaders and conquerors in history. He ascended 
to the throne after the assassination of his father, Philip II, in 336 BC, 
and he embarked on an ambitious campaign of expansion. His conquests 
included the Persian Empire, Egypt, and large parts of Asia, reaching as 
far as the Indus River in India. Alexander ss military genius, charismatic 
leadership, and ability to inspire loyalty among his troops were instru- 
mental in his success. His kingdom brought about significant cultural and 
political change, spreading Greek culture throughout the known world. 
He died in 323 BC at the age of 32, under mysterious circumstances in 
Babylon, marking the end of his extraordinary reign.

The most dashing of Alexander's successors, Demetrius I Poliorcetes was 
the son of the great Macedonian general Antigonus Monopthalmus (“one- 
eyed”), who served both Philip II and Alexander III the Great. After Al- 
exander 's death, Demetrius led armies in support of his father’s claim to 
supreme power. He won an important naval victory in 306 BC at Sala- 
mis against the Ptolemaic fleet. He, along with his father, accepted the 
title Basileos (“king”’), ending the fiction that the Diadochi were ruling a 
united government. In 305 BC, Demetrius subjected Rhodes to a monu- 
mental siege, employing the largest and most elaborate artillery engines 
and battle towers yet constructed. Ultimately unsuccessful, the siege still 
won him the epithet Poliorcetes (“besieger”), by which he is still known. 
He had more success ruling Macedon during 301-288 BC, but his extrava- 
gance and capricious nature eventually proved his undoing and he spent 
his waning years in comfortable Seleucid captivity. Still, the dynasty he 
established endured in Macedon until 168 BC. This dynamic tetradrachm 
type was struck at several mints in honor of the great naval victory over 
Ptolemy at Salamis, with the obverse image of Nike matching closely with 
the famous marble statue of the winged goddess found at Samothrace and 
now housed in the Louvre. The reverse image of Poseidon is rendered 
here in wonderful style, an undeniable masterpiece of anatomical relief 
sculpture in miniature.

Cyzicus was an important city on the northwestern coast of Anatolia, well 
positioned to take advantage of trade across and through the Sea of Mar- 
mara. Its coinage was in more or less continuous production from about 
550 BC to circa AD 630, a nearly 1,200 year span unmatched by any 
other ancient mint. The tunny (tuna) fish was the symbol of Cyzicus from 
mid-6th century BC, when the city began striking electrum staters and 
fractions that circulated so widely the generic term for a stater became a 
cyzicenus. The fishing trade was critical to the economy of Cyzicus and it 
is likely the tunny fish became a form of pre-coinage currency.

The Hellenistic gold staters of Ephesus have been the subject of long-run- 
ning debate over when they were struck. In the 1880s, the eminent Barklay 
V. Head assigned them to the period of the Mithradatic Wars, circa 88- 
86 BC, when Ephesus briefly came under the control of the Pontic King 
Mithradates VI Eupator. However, as more varieties were discovered over 
the next century, it became clear they were struck over a much longer 
period of time. G.K. Jenkins, in a 1987 article, placed them in two groups 
starting in the later second century BC, after the Roman takeover of Asia 
Province, in 133 BC, and linked the reverse symbols present on several va- 
rieties to similar symbols found on the common cistophoric tetradrachm 
coinage of the Roman era. Staters with a simpler two-letter ethnic, includ- 
ing the present example, belong to the earlier period, prior to ca. 100 BC, 
while coins with a longer form come later in the series. 


The discovery of a corresponding stater with the name of the Roman prae- 
tor C. Atinius Cf Labeo from the years 122/1 helped further refine the 
dating (cf. GH Jenkins, Hellenistic Gold Coins of Ephesos, in Anadolu 21 
(1978-1980) p. 184 and GR Stumpf, Numismatic Studies on the Chronol- 
ogy of the Roman Governors in Asia Minor, Saarbriicken 1991, p. 6 ff. 
and 303). 


C. Atinius Labeo is best known for attempting to have the censor (and the 
hero of the Fourth Macedonian War) Q. Caecilius Metellus Macedonicus 
thrown off the Tarpeian Rock for expelling him from the Senate (see Livy, 
Per. LIX.10).

If one were to own only a single gold stater, this would be the type, justifi- 
ably termed the “world’s first gold coinage.” While the Lydian kingdom 

and several Greek city states of Asia Minor had previously struck coins in 

electrum, a natural alloy of gold and silver, the accession of Croesus to 

the Lydian throne circa 561 BC ushered in a revolution in the world econ- 
omy. The most important reform attributed to Croesus was the introduc- 
tion of a bimetallic coinage in gold and silver, first augmenting and then 

replacing the previous electrum issues. The design chosen by Croesus, 
confronting foreparts of a lion and bull, are thought by Harlan J. Berk to 

be symbolic of “strength and power” (lion) and “fertility” (bull). The lion 

had previously been used by Alyattes, and so an alternative theory might 

be that this is a dynastic type, with the lion representing Alyattes and the 

bull representing his son and successor. The creation of separate gold and 

silver denominations ranging from a full stater down to 1/96th of a stater 

was a visionary move that had a major impact on the ancient economy. 
Gold staters were initially issued by Croesus on a “heavy” standard of 
about 10.7 grams, the same weight as the new silver stater denomination 

(although, since silver is a lighter metal, the gold issues were smaller in 

size and far more valuable).

In numismatic circles, Croesus is most famous for introducing the world’s 
first bimetallic standard, issuing coins of both gold and silver. Prior to 
this, coins were produced in electrum, a naturally occurring alloy of gold 
and silver. This situation obviously caused a number of problems, most 
notably because the proportions of gold to silver were inconsistent. In 
fact, there is strong evidence to suggest that Croesus’ father, Alyattes, ar- 
tificially manipulated the gold-to-silver ratio in his electrum coins in his 
favor; the natural occurring electrum in Asia Minor typically has a gold- 
to-silver ratio of 75%-25%, though his coins were struck with 54% gold 
and 44% silver. 


The eminent scholar of early coinage, John Kroll, argues that the gold 
standard of Croesus was introduced in several stages, designed at recall- 
ing as many of the circulating electrum staters as possible. The early elec- 
trum staters of Asia Minor were typically struck on a weight standard of 
14.15 grams. Considering the relative value of gold to silver at the time 
was 1:13, then one gold stater of the so-called “heavy” series of King 
Croesus, based on a weight standard of 10.8 grams, would have been 
equal to the gold and silver content of one electrum stater, which circu- 
lated at an assumed ratio of 75% gold and 25% silver. Kroll argues that 
the Lydian government used this heavy standard to recall the old electrum 
coins and reissue the new heavy standard gold coins at a 1:1 ratio. 


Once a sufficient number had been recalled, the Lydian government is- 
sued the new light stater, which weighed approximately 8.05 grams. Kroll 
continues his argument that this new weight standard was designed to 
recall as many of the remaining electrum coins as possible, as the 8.05 
gram standard is based on the actual gold and silver content of early 
electrum coins (54% gold and 44% silver). In other words, the heavy stan- 
dard was used to replace electrum staters at their circulating face value 
and the light standard was used to recall coins at their actual gold and 
silver value.

In the first century AD, all Jewish men were required to pay a yearly 
Temple tribute of one Tyrian half-shekel. This tribute was used for the 
expenditures of the Beit Hamikddash, or Holy Temple, such as paying 
workers and artisans, as well as acquiring objects and animals for sacri- 
fices. However, a few years prior to the Jewish war, the Tyrian shekels and 
half-shekels were no longer minted, and the Jewish people needed to have 
more silver coins in circulation. So, for the first time in history, the Jewish 
people struck their own silver coins, something they were not allowed to 
do under the control of the Seleucid Kingdom and Roman Empire. These 
coins included carefully selected Hebrew slogans and Jewish imagery so 
that they could be used by any of the Jewish political factions. Despite 
being required to pay the tribute with half-shekels, there are significantly 
fewer surviving half-shekels than shekels. When looking at the rarity of 
Year Two half-shekels, there are around 124 known examples, a fourth of 
the number of shekels for the same year. This coin differs from the Year 
One shekel, with its extravagant pearl-rimmed chalice and hammered 
edge.

After decades of abuses heaped by the Romans upon the denizens of Ju- 
daea, the Jews were ripe for revolt. In AD 66, the Procurator Gessius 
Florus summarily seized 16 talents of silver from the Jerusalem temple. A 
massive protest by the citizens brought a typically brutal Roman response 
and more than 3,000 Jews were slain. Pleas for calm by the client King 
Agrippa II fell on deaf ears as the city and countryside rose in full-scale 
revolt. Florus and the Roman garrison were driven from the city; an at- 
tempt by the legate of nearby Syria to put down the rebellion led to the 
loss of an entire Legion, XII Fulminata, and consternation in Rome. Once 
freed of the Romans, Jerusalem temple authorities began striking their 
own silver coinage - the first time that a sovereign Jewish government 
had done so. 


The mint was likely located within the Temple complex and the silver pro- 
vided by the stockpiles of Tyrian shekels kept in the treasury. Mintage was 
carefully controlled for weight, fineness and the legends each coin carried. 
The coins featured Jewish symbolism dating back centuries and slogans 
(“For the Freedom of Jerusalem” and “For the Redemption of Zion”) 
that showed the leaders of the rebellion well understood how to use coins 
for mass communication. Workmanship in the manufacture of these thick 
shekels and half-shekels (smaller silver fractions were also struck in tiny 
numbers) was unusually high, given the wartime conditions under which 
they were created. Coins were dated to the year the revolt started, begin- 
ning with Year 1 (AD 66/7).

Kanishka I, a celebrated figure in South Asian history, ascended to the 
throne of the Kushan Empire in the late Ist or early 2nd century AD. 
Known as a great military commander, his prowess led to the significant 
expansion of the Kushan Empire, which under his rule stretched from Cen- 
tral Asia all the way to Northern India. Esteemed for more than his con- 
quests, however, Kanishka I was a potent patron of the arts and religious 
institutions. He is notably recognized for his prodigious contributions to 
Buddhism, playing a seminal role in its dissemination and fostering the 
creation of the Gandhara and Mathura schools of art, which amalgam- 
ated Greek, Persian, and Indian artistic traditions. His reign marked the 
beginning of the Serindian art style and was characterized by a magnifi- 
cent efflorescence of cultural and artistic endeavors. Coins minted during 
his realm bear his image often clad in elaborate Kushan clothing and 
sometimes paying homage to various Iranian and even Greek deities, re- 
flecting what was a cosmopolitan and syncretic Kushan culture.

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar, who might have ended up as 
Caesars successor in power had events taken a different turn. An expe- 
rienced soldier, he served as one of Caesar's legates in Gaul from about 
54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey in 50 BC. He served Caesar loyally 
during the Civil War against Pompey and his successors in 48-45 BC. Hir- 
tius was appointed as Caesar s mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, and it was 
then that he struck the first truly large issue of gold aurei from the spoils 
of Caesar s campaigns. These aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic veiled 
female head on the obverse, were used to pay Caesar 8 soldiers after the 
great triumphal parade. After Caesar’ assassination, Hirtius initially 
supported Marc Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 BC, he 
raised an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero and Octavian. 
His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, but Hirtius was 
killed in the fighting; his consular colleague Pansa died days later, leav- 
ing Octavian and Antony masters of Rome. Modern historians owe Hirtius 
a debt of gratitude for preserving and editing Caesar s Commentaries on 
the Gallic and Civil Wars.

L. Munatius Plancus was one of the few Roman aristocrats who managed 
to navigate the transition from Republic to Empire with his life, career and 
fortune intact. An officer in Caesar's army during his conquest of Gaul 
and the civil war against Pompey, Plancus was rewarded with the impor- 
tant office of Urban Praefect in 45 BC, during which term he struck both 
gold aurei and quinarii. He was Proconsul of Gallia Comata when Caesar 
was assassinated in 44 BC, and spent the next several years adroitly shift- 
ing allegiances from the pro-Senatorial faction led by Cicero, to Marc 
Antony, and to the Triumvirate, and finally to Octavian, the ultimate victor. 
In 27 BC, he made the formal proposal that the Senate grant Octavian 
the unprecedented title of Augustus, by which he is known to history. As a 
reward, Augustus named him to the prestigious office of Censor in 22 BC. 
The huge circular tomb of Plancus still stands on a hill in Gaeta, about 
20 miles from Rome.

A goal of many collectors of the Roman series is to obtain a portrait set of 
the first Twelve Caesars in gold aurei. The main impediment to assembling 
such a set is the difficulty in obtaining the very first portrait, Julius Caesar. 
While relatively plentiful in silver and bronze, actual portraits of Caesar 
in gold are surprisingly scant, with likely fewer than 50 of all known types 
extant. The type struck closest to Caesar ’ lifetime is the present example, 
issued by his grand-nephew and adoptive heir Octavian; the coin was 
likely struck at a military mint in southern Gaul upon his assumption of 
the Consulship in July 43 BC (since the obverse titles omit any reference 
to the yet-to-be-formed Second Triumvirate with Marc Antony and Lepi- 
dus, the type cannot have been struck in 40 BC as asserted in Calico). 
The portrait of Caesar on the reverse makes no reference to his pending 
deification, but repeats his names and titles as they stood upon his assassi- 
nation, on 15 March 44 BC. The portrait is accurately realistic and shows 
the great dictator as a prematurely aged man of 54, with sunken jowls and 
a long turkey-like neck. All other portrait gold coins depicting Caesar, all 
excessively rare, were struck much longer after his death and sport more 
idealized portraits.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 69 BC and 
succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. She soon faced a suc- 
cession crisis: Her weak-willed younger brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy 
XIII, was dominated by a circle of courtiers who feared Cleopatra's keen 
intellect and resolute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 
48 BC, shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of Phar- 
salus. Ptolemy ordered Pompeys murder, but this only outraged Caesar, 
who showed up days later and occupied the royal palace. Cleopatra had 
herself wrapped in a carpet and smuggled into Caesar's presence for a 
meeting. This display of spunk by the nubile 20-year-old enchanted the 
dictator. The two likely became lovers that night, and Caesar's bitter 
Alexandrine War, which ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XIII, 
was fought on her behalf: Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while 
Cleopatra conceived and bore him a son. Caesar returned to Rome in 47 
BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. She was thus 
in Rome when Caesar was murdered on 15 March 44 BC. Returning to 
Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the Triumvir Marc Antony at Tar- 
sus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful Roman succumbed to Cleopatra’s 
charms, and within a year she had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl. 
In 37 BC, Cleopatra provided money and supplies in support of Antony s 
abortive invasion of Parthia and a punitive raid on Armenia the follow- 
ing year. Antony s adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his increas- 
ing dependence on Cleopatra and his promise to bestow most of Rome’ 
eastern possessions upon her and her children led his partner in power, 
Octavian, to declare war in 32 BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign 
and suffered a heavy naval defeat at Actium in September, 31 BC, after 
which he and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian’s approach in 30 BC, 
Antony committed suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, utilizing 
the poisonous bite of the sacred asp.

This rare and remarkable aureus type celebrates the recovery of the le- 
gionary standards lost to the Parthians through the disastrous campaigns 
of Crassus and Marc Antony in 53 and 36 BC. Augustus accomplished 
this triumph through diplomacy backed by military muscle. In 20 BC, 
Augustus embarked on a tour of the eastern provinces while his stepson 
Tiberius led a large army into Armenia, which had recently risen in re- 
volt against its Parthian-installed king, Artaxes. Tiberius drove Artaxes 
into exile and crowned in his place Tigranes, who had been living as an 
honored exile in Rome for 10 years. The Parthians, who were beset by 
dynastic difficulties of their own, reacted meekly to this show of force and 
handed over the Roman standards that had been prized possessions for 
many decades. Augustus treated it as a military victory and the return of 
the standards was celebrated in poetry, prose, and imagery throughout the 
empire. The Senate voted a triumphal arch be erected, which is depicted 
on the reverse of this aureus type from a Spanish mint, perhaps Colonia 
Patricia (the dates of 25-22 BC listed in Calico cannot be correct as the 
standards were not recovered until 20-19 BC, with the erection of the arch 
soon thereafter). Interestingly, the arch shown here is a complex triple- 
structure surmounted by statuary depicting a triumphal quadriga and two 
figures (soldiers?) holding two of the returned standards. The standards 
were eventually placed in the newly built temple of Mars Ultor in 2 BC.

This aureus displays the succession arrangements Augustus hoped to im- 
plement for the Roman state. After the death of his favorite nephew Mar- 
cellus, Augustus turned his hopes for the succession to the young Caius 
and Lucius Caesars, his grandsons via his daughter Julia and his close 
friend Marcus Agrippa. Caius was born in 20 BC and Lucius three years 
later. Augustus formally adopted them both and gave them an accelerated 
progress up the cursus honorum, or ladder of public offices. He also care- 
fully supervised their education and displayed them at public events to en- 
dear them to the populace and army. There are hints that being showered 
with honors and adulation may have gone to their heads, but history will 
never know whether their reigns would have been superior to what did 
come after Augustus, for they both suffered untimely ends. Lucius fell ill 
during a state visit to Gaul and died in Massalia in AD 2. Two years later, 
Caius suffered a wound during a skirmish with the Parthians on the east- 
ern frontier and died in Lycia. Augustus was devastated and spent the rest 
of his reign sunk in depression. Their deaths cleared the way for Tiberius, 
Augustus’ dour son-in-law via his wife Livia, and rumors abounded that 
she had somehow conspired the deaths of Caius and Lucius, and possibly 
that of Marcellus as well, but the disparate circumstances of their deaths 
leaves for little doubt of Livia s innocence.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had a difficult 
act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of his reign, he did a 
commendable job running the vast empire bequeathed to his care. Cau- 
tious and frugal, he engaged in no wars of conquest and kept the Empires 
finances in good order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and 
began handing off duties to his unscrupulous second fiddles, namely the 
Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, Macro. The re- 
sulting bloodbath among members of his own family, and their Senatorial 
supporters, tarnished his name throughout history. There are reports that, 
in the end, Tiberius did not die of natural causes. Suetonius, himself, be- 
lieved rumors that Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered him with a 
pillow, and then he fell dead. He was deified upon death. 


His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the plethora of types 
employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same simple design for both sil- 
ver denarii and gold aurei for almost the entirety of his reign. This uni- 
formity of type makes it virtually impossible to date any particular aureus 
or denarius more precisely than somewhere within the last two decades 
of his reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been struck in 
the same year as the momentous event he probably never heard about, the 
crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between AD 30 and 34. The 
coin associated most closely to Tiberius is the “Tribute Penny,” the silver 
version of this aureus, as they are mentioned in the Bible.

Vipsania Agrippina was born in 14 BC to Julia the Elder, daughter of 
Caesar Augustus, and to his right-hand-man Marcus Agrippa. Though 
her Julio-Claudian family was the most powerful in the Empire, it was 
also shot through with intrigue, tension, and untimely death. Her father 
died when she was only two. A few years later Augustus exiled her mother 
for serial adultery, effectively orphaning her and her three brothers, who 
were taken into the imperial household and raised by the emperor and his 
wife, the arch-manipulator Livia Drusilla. In the drama-filled last decade 
of Augustus ‘reign, all three of her brothers died young, or were murdered, 
clearing the path for the succession of Livia ’s son Tiberius. Agrippina was 
also married during this span, between I BC and AD 5, to Germanicus, 
the charismatic nephew of Tiberius and her own second maternal cousin. 
Though supremely political, the union was also very happy and the couple 
eventually had nine children, including the future emperor Gaius ‘Caligu- 
la’and empress Agrippina the Younger. All ancient historians agree Agrip- 
pina was a model of rectitude and matronly virtue; she also went beyond 
the traditional role of a Roman wife and mother in accompanying Ger- 
manicus on risky military campaigns and foreign postings. The Roman 
people admired her courage; however she also had an imperious nature 
and longed for the day when her husband would inherit supreme power. 
The mysterious death of Germanicus while on a diplomatic mission in 
the East in AD 19 dashed these hopes. Agrippina believed Tiberius and/ 
or Livia had a hand in his demise and made no secret of her suspicions. 
This put her squarely in the crosshairs of Sejanus, Tiberius’ unscrupulous 
Praetorian prefect, who waged a patient campaign to undermine her in 
the eyes of Tiberius and the public. In AD 29 she was charged with trea- 
son and banished to Pandataria, a remote island; repeatedly abused and 
starved, she died four years later. Upon the death of Tiberius, her son Gai- 
us ‘Caligula’ became emperor and rehabilitated his mother s reputation.

Despite being perhaps the worst of all Roman emperors, Caligula ’s coinage is interesting and attractive. As he had few, if any, real accomplishments to 
tout, his reverse types place great stress on his blue-blooded lineage. His portrait on this denarius appears almost charismatic and hides his true cruel, 
capricious nature, while the reverse depicts his great-grandfather, Augustus, now deified, the second star on the reverse possibly intended to represent 
Tiberius.

In the tumultuous corridors of Roman power, where ambition often brewed 
treachery, one man stood apart, both an unlikely heir and a shrewd ruler: 
Claudius, fourth in line to the imperial throne. Born with physical im- 
pairments that rendered him an outsider in the cutthroat world of Roman 
politics, Claudius found an unexpected path to power in the wake of em- 
peror Caligula’s bloody demise in AD 41. Cowering in fear in the imperial 
palace and assuming that he was to be their next victim, Claudius was in 
shock when the imperial henchmen declared him to be Caligula’ suc- 
cessor. He had in fact been the last sole surviving male heir to the Julio- 
Claudian dynasty. The elite Praetorian Guard gave him sanctuary behind 
the walls of their fort in Rome, the Castra Praetoria. Emperor Claudius’ 
astute recognition of the Praetorians ’ pivotal role in his ascent was boldly 
etched onto the coins of his realm. With the Praetorians as his steadfast 
sentinels (a bond of loyalty cemented by copious gifts of money), Claudius 
guided Rome through an era marked by conquest and consolidation. The 
reverse of this spectacular aureus depicts the Praetorian camp and the 
legend “IMPER RECEPT” — “The Emperor Received,” a direct refer- 
ence to the episode at the aftermath of Caligula’s assassination.

Born the daughter of Germanicus and Agrippina Senior, and the younger 
sister to Caligula, Agrippina the Younger or Junior was “well-bred” from 
the Julio-Claudian line. At the age of 13, she was married off to Gnaeus 
Domitius Ahenobarbus. A man described by Suetonius as “a wholly despi- 
cable character” as he seemed to have no redeeming quality. This union 
birthed the to-be emperor, Nero, a man oft described in a very similar 
manner. As an attractive, intelligent, and ambitious woman, she knew how 
to control the strings of the men around her. Famously rumored to be in 
a sexual relationship with her brother Caligula (along with her sisters) 
while he was emperor. On the other hand, after some time, Caligula ended 
banished her from Rome and away from Nero. 


After Caligula’ assassination, her uncle, Claudius, recalled her back from 
exile. She used this as an opportunity to woo him into marrying her and to 
strategically place her son as the next in line for the throne. At the oppor- 
tune moment, she arranged the successful assassination of Claudius and 
Brittanicus with poison in their food in order that Nero would be declared 
emperor. Early coins from the new emperor had portraits of both Nero and 
his mother Agrippina, showing how much power she had over him. How- 
ever, as he got older, he tired of his overbearing power-hungry mother 
became too much, so he, in turn, arranged her assassination. After several 
unsuccessful attempts. During darkly comedic stories, he was eventually 
successful when he sent his guards as assassins to get the job done.

In 1894 or 1895, excavators working on a Roman villa near the buried city of Pompeii unearthed an amazing treasure trove that included silver table ves- 
sels and more than 1,000 gold aurei. The intense heat from the volcanic ash, lava and pyroclastic flows from the eruption of Vesuvius left nearly all of the 
gold coins with distinctive reddish hues which has come to be known as “Boscoreale toning.” Although it is known that the hoard consisted of coins from 
all the reigns up to and including AD 78, no formal records were made of the hoard before it was dispersed to local museums and coin collectors. Although 
it is impossible to tell for certain whether any particular coin was from the Boscoreale Hoard, the presence of deep reddish toning on an aureus dating to 
before the eruption is regarded as highly suggestive that the coin was from this hoard, or was found elsewhere in the vicinity of Pompeii or Herculaneum.

This type continues to be one of the 
most sought after Roman architectural type coins along with the Colos- 
seum, Pharos of Egypt, Circus Maximus, and Trajan’s Forum. The relative 
rarity is curious given the fact that large numbers must have been struck 
over a three to four year period with output from two mints.

Servius Sulpicius Galba was born in 3 BC, and early on displayed a gift for cultivating the right friends. During his early manhood, he enjoyed the fa- 
vor of the emperors Augustus, Tiberius, and Caligula, as well as the empress Livia, whose bequest of 500,000 sesterces helped launch his public career. 
Elected consul in AD 33, he served as governor in Germany and Africa before, late in life, accepting Nero's appointment as proconsul of Nearer Spain. 
This came as Nero’ popularity was plummeting in Rome, and the aristocracy began looking toward the prestige-laden Galba for leadership. In March 
of AD 68, Vindex, governor of Gaul, rose in revolt and offered to support Galba as the new ruler. Two months later, Nero's regime collapsed and, at the 
age of 70, Galba found himself hailed as emperor, the first from outside the Julio-Claudian family. He made his way back to Rome and embarked on an 
austerity program to restore the state s finances. Although meaning well, Galba proved oblivious to the realities of his situation and soon managed to of- 
fend nearly every segment of Roman society. Galba attempted to salvage the situation by adopting a likable young aristocrat, L. Calpurnius Piso, as his 
successor, but this only alienated another key supporter, M. Salvius Otho, who had hoped to be chosen Caesar himself. Otho bribed Praetorian officers, 
and on 15 January AD 69, they attacked Galba and Piso in the Forum, hacking them to pieces. His entire reign has lasted seven months and proved only 
the opening act in the disastrous “Year of the Four Emperors.” The historian Tacitus pronounced Galbas epitaph: “It was commonly agreed he possessed 
the makings of a great ruler- had he never ruled.”

Born in AD 32 to a nouveau riche family, Marcus Salvius Otho grew up 
as a pampered playboy with a taste for the finer things in life. He had a 
peculiar abhorrence for body hair and depilated every part of his body, 
including his head. To cover his baldness, he then wore a carefully made 
wig. Otho became one of the Emperor Nero’ high-living friends, but 
this changed abruptly when Nero took a fancy to his beautiful wife, Pop- 
paea. Otho was thus packed off to govern Lusitania (modern Portugal), 
where he stewed and plotted revenge. When Nero’ regime collapsed in 
AD 68, Otho was one of Galba’s earliest supporters and fully expected 
to be named the old man’s heir apparent. Instead, Galba chose a young 
aristocrat of better breeding, and the furious Otho began plotting his re- 
moval. He bribed the Praetorian Guards to murder Galba on 15 January 
AD 69, after which the Senate reluctantly confirmed Otho as emperor. But 
he immediately faced another rebellion, this time by Vitellius, governor 
of lower Germany, whose sizeable army marched on Italy. Otho hurried 
north to the River Po; his generals urged him to wait for reinforcements, 
but Otho was afraid of defections and ordered a premature attack. The 
sharp clash at Cremona in northern Italy went decisively against him, and 
he stabbed himself in the heart the morning of 16 or 17 April AD 69, end- 
ing a brief reign of about 90 days. His noble end gained him a respect that 
had eluded him in life.

“key” coin in any set of the first Twelve Caesars.

The son of the influential senator Lucius Vitellius, Aulus Vitellius was born in 
AD 15 and raised in the luxury befitting a wealthy consul’s son. The younger 
Vitellius developed a penchant for gambling, along with a gourmand ’ appetite 
and corpulent physique. He served as Consul in AD 48, where he acquitted 
himself well, but resumed his disreputable habits in later years. This served to 
land him heavily in debt by the time Nero's regime collapsed, in AD 68. The 
new emperor, Galba, appointed Vitellius governor of Germania Inferior, be- 
lieving him to be utterly without ambition or talent, and therefor a safe choice. 
But officers in the Rhine legions grew disenchanted with Galba’s parsimony 
and persuaded Vitellius to make a try for the throne. 


On I January AD 69, the Rhine legions proclaimed Vitellius emperor at the 
city of Colonia Agrippinensis (Cologne). His promise of lavish bonuses and 
easy discipline quickly won the legions of Gaul, Britain and Raetia over to his 
cause. His march on Rome took on the appearance of a Bacchic procession, 
with his soldiers drinking heavily and pillaging the countryside. In the mean- 
time, Galba had been overthrown in Rome by Otho, who marched north with 
the Praetorian Guard. The hard-fought First Battle of Bedriacum in mid-April 
went to Vitellius’ larger force, and Otho opened his veins. Arriving in Rome, 
Vitellius was confirmed as emperor, by a reluctant Senate. He treated his eleva- 
tion as an excuse for one long banquet, reportedly spending the equivalent of 
$2 billion on delicacies from all over the Empire. While he indulged his ap- 
petites, the armies of the East proclaimed the general Vespasian as emperor on 
1 July, launching a new round of civil war. The legions of the Danube joined 
in the revolt and invaded Italy on Vespasian’s behalf. Within weeks, soldiers 
loyal to Vespasian forced their way into Rome and swept aside all opposition. 
They found Vitellius hiding in the imperial doorkeeper s quarters. Hauled half- 
naked to the Forum, the onetime emperor was mocked, tortured, and slain. His 
corpse was dumped unceremoniously in the Tiber.

The Judaea Capta coin series, created by the Roman Empire after their 
victory in the Jewish-Roman War, celebrated Rome's conquest of Judea. 
Issued under Emperors Vespasian, Titus, and Domitian, these coins dis- 
played symbols of Roman dominance, such as a mourning Jewish woman 
and a palm tree or trophy. Vespasian s successful capture of Judea and the 
quelling of the rebellion significantly strengthened his position and legiti- 
macy as emperor, showcasing his military prowess and ability to main- 
tain order.

Born in AD 41, Flavius Titus Vespasianus, the elder son of Vespasian, ini- 
tially appeared destined for a life akin to that of an upper middle-class 
civil servant, following in his father’s footsteps. Vespasian had earned 
acclaim as a general during Claudius’ invasion of Britain, and Titus, as he 
matured, developed into an intelligent, handsome, and charismatic young 
man, eventually serving as his father’s second in command during the 
Judaean campaign of AD 66-69. Following the collapse of Nero's regime 
in Rome, Vespasian assumed the throne while Titus took charge of the 
Judaean war, culminating in the conquest of Jerusalem in AD 70. 


Upon his triumphant return to Rome, where suspicions of a coup sur- 
rounded him, Titus warmly reunited with his father and was honored 
with a grand triumph. Subsequently, he held the position of Praetorian 
Prefect and diligently safeguarded his familys political influence. Upon 
Vespasian s death in AD 79, Titus ascended to the imperial throne, initially 
raising concerns that he might emulate the excesses of Nero or Caligula. 
However, he swiftly proved to be an unusually benevolent and compassion- 
ate ruler to the Roman populace. Unfortunately, after barely two years in 
office, Titus died of a fever on 13 September AD 81; he was promptly dei- 
fied by the Roman Senate and succeeded by his younger brother Domitian.

Among the most famous monuments of antiquity is Rome’ Colosseum, 
also known as the Flavian Amphitheater, named after the dynasty that 
built it. Flavius Vespasianus (AD 69-79), began its construction in AD 71 
on the site of Nero's sumptuous Golden House. It was Rome’ first perma- 
nent outdoor amphitheater, and it was built on a scale not to be exceeded 
for the next eighteen centuries. Vespasian dedicated the partially com- 
pleted structure in AD 75; however, the final touches, including the top 
tiers of arches and seating, were not completed until June, AD 80, under 
his son and successor Titus. This remarkable coin was issued to mark 
the occasion. The die engraver did an exemplary job depicting the mam- 
moth structure in surprising detail, carefully rendering the exterior tiers of 
arches and the decorative statuary within each arch, as well as the specta- 
tors crowded within. The interior staircases, arched entranceways, and 
the Imperial box are visible. To the right of the central structure stands a 
huge, conical fountain called the Meta Sudans; to the left is a porticoed 
building usually identified as the Baths of Titus, formerly part of Nero's 
Golden House.

Publius Aelius Hadrianus was born in AD 76, the son of a distinguished 
Spanish senator and related through his mother to the future Emperor 
Trajan, who took him into his household when Hadrian was nine years old. 
After Trajan accession, Hadrian held a series of civilian posts, includ- 
ing a consulship in AD 108, and commanded legions during the Dacian 
and Parthian wars. Hadrian was not formally adopted until Trajan lay on 
his deathbed in August, AD 117; after succeeding to the throne, Hadrian 
abandoned many of Trajan s over-ambitious conquests and engaged in a 
policy of peace abroad and reform at home. He spent most of his 21-year 
reign traveling, visiting every province of the Roman Empire. Under his 
patronage, Roman art and sculpture reached its creative peak. Hadrian 
came to see himself as a “second Augustus,” providing the empire with a 
new foundation as a vast commonwealth of nations under Rome s guiding 
hand. 


Hadrian minted this issue to assure the empire of the smooth transition of 
power, and to honor the newly deified previous emperor.

Annia Galeria Faustina the Younger was born in about AD 129 to Antoninus Pius and his wife, Faustina the Elder. When Antoninus was adopted by 
Hadrian as his successor in AD 138, the emperor arranged for her betrothal to Lucius Verus, also about eight, the son of the “heir consumptive” Aelius 
Caesar, who had died the same year. When Antoninus inherited the throne, he broke the engagement and instead betrothed her to his nephew (and adop- 
tive son) Marcus Aurelius. They were wed in AD 145 to great rejoicing and went on to produce at least 13 children, of which only three or four survived to 
adulthood, among them the future emperor Commodus. Faustina seems to have been a free, fun-loving spirit in the mold of her mother, which earned the 
disapproval of staid Roman historians. Marcus Aurelius, after he became emperor in AD 161, spent long years on campaign, which must have strained the 
relationship. Faustina accompanied him on some of these and was given the honorific title “Mater Castrorum,” or “Mother of the Camp.” Nevertheless, 
there were rumors of adulteries with soldiers, sailors and gladiators, which do not seem to have altered her husband s devotion to her. More serious are 
allegations that she had some part in the abortive rebellion of the eastern general Avidius Cassius in AD 175. Whatever the truth, she died soon thereafter, 
either of illness or as the result of an accident. Reputation or no, Marcus grieved greatly and ordered her deification. The lifetime coinage of Faustina 
started at the time of her marriage and continued over 30 years, showing her from a fresh-faced princess to a mature matron, and providing a pageant 
of Roman feminine hairstyles over that span.

Originally given the name Marcus Annius Verus, the future Marcus Au- 
relius was born in AD 121 into a patrician family of Spanish origin. A 
solemn and dutiful youth, Marcus Aurelius was noticed by the emperor 
Hadrian, who nicknamed him “Verissimus,” or “most truthful one,” an 
accurate reflection of his character. In AD 138, as Hadrian's terminal ill- 
ness worsened, he formally adopted a solid, reliable senator, T. Aurelius 
Fulvius Boionius Antoninus, as his intended successor. Antoninus in turn 
adopted the 17-year-old Marcus Aurelius and Lucius Verus, the son of 
Aelius Caesar; it is widely assumed Hadrian induced Antoninus to make 
these adoptions and thus secure the succession for another generation. 
Some historians have even concluded that the 52-year-old Antoninus 
was intended merely as a “placeholder” until the young Marcus Aure- 
lius could come of age. At any rate, Antoninus succeeded smoothly to the 
throne in July AD 138 and raised Marcus Aurelius to the rank of Caesar 
in AD 139. The young man took an increasingly important role in his 
adoptive father s government for the next 22 years. This sestertius records 
his 18th year with the Tribunician power (AD 163-164) and shows him 
as a handsome man in his early 40s, with a head of loose curls and a 
fashionable “philosopher's beard.” However, the reverse image of Mars 
prepared for war points to one shortcoming of his long apprenticeship in 
government; Antoninus failed to provide Marcus Aurelius with an army 
posting that would have gained him much-needed military experience. 
Although Antoninus s reign was almost entirely peaceful, the gathering 
storm clouds portended future troubles of a type for which Aurelius had 
no training.

When Antoninus Pius died in March, AD 161, Marcus Aurelius insisted 
that the Senate also grant his adoptive brother Lucius Verus the title of 
Augustus, for the first time giving the Empire two theoretically coequal 
rulers. Marcus also betrothed his daughter Lucilla to Lucius, further ce- 
menting their family ties. The arrangement was immediately put to the 
test in AD 162, when the Parthians attacked Rome’ eastern provinces. 
Lucius traveled eastward at the head of a large legionary task force to re- 
pulse the invasion and restore order. His generals served him well and the 
Parthians were quickly expelled from Armenia, winning Lucius the title 
Armeniacus. The following year, Roman forces counter-invaded and cap- 
tured the Parthian capital of Ctesiphon, winning Lucius the title Parthicus 
Maximus. He received a heros welcome in Rome in AD 166 and basked 
in the glow of a triumph.

Commodus, the last emperor of the Antonine Dynasty, is seen here at the 
age of 17 or 18. The reverse announces his Tribunician Power for the 
third time, the title of Imperator (victorious general) for the second time, 
the office of Consul, and the honorific Pater Patriae (“father of the fa- 
therland”), all rather heady stuff for a youth who would normally just be 
making his first steps on the cursus honorum (“course of honor”). The 
hurried assignment of high office to Commodus surely reflects the desire 
of his father, Marcus Aurelius, to ensure a secure, stable succession in the 
wake of the abortive rebellion by Avidius Cassius in AD 176, which was 
predicated on the belief that Marcus was gravely ill and Commodus too 
young, or entirely unsuited, for office.

Gaius Julius Verus Maximinus, first of the Danubian soldier emperors, 
was probably born in the mid AD 180s in the hinterlands of Thrace. He 
seemed destined for life as a shepherd until a recruiter for the Roman 
auxiliaries noticed the strapping lad and induced him to join the army. 
Standing nearly seven feet tall, Maximinus soon came to the attention of 
the Emperor Septimius Severus, who made him an imperial bodyguard. 
Caracalla raised him to the rank of centurion and Severus Alexander gave 
him a series of increasingly important posts in the AD 230s, culminating 
in AD 235 with command of the field army for a major campaign against 
the Germans. By then, the legions were tired of the gentle, unmilitary Al- 
exander, and when he and his mother arrived at Mainz and attempted to 
buy peace from the Germans, the disgusted soldiers slew them and raised 
Maximinus to the purple. A reluctant Senate confirmed him, but Maximi- 
nus immediately faced two attempted coups in favor of more blue-blooded 
candidates, which he ruthlessly suppressed. He then led the legions across 
the Rhine and deep into the German heartland. The Alamanni ambushed 
the Romans in a swamp north of Baden, but Maximinus, riding chest-high 
through the water, rallied his forces and inflicted a devastating defeat on 
the barbarians. The cowed Senate heaped him with honors and approved 
his son Maximus as Caesar, but the continuing warfare was expensive 
and required huge tax increases, with the burden falling heaviest on the 
merchant class and aristocracy. Even the humble came to resent the Thra- 
cian § tyranny, and in March of AD 238, the revolt of the Gordiani erupted 
in North Africa. While short-lived with the death of the two Gordian’ 
died, the revolt quickly spread to Rome. Still campaigning on the Dan- 
ube, Maximinus swung his army around and launched an invasion of Italy, 
vowing to drench the Senate house in blood. But he had neglected his sup- 
ply train, and his army was forced into a drawn-out siege outside Aquileia 
in the heat of early summer. With their rations and water supply dwindling, 
the soldiers despaired and finally murdered Maximinus and his son as 
they took an afternoon siesta. Although derided as a vicious tyrant, Maxi- 
minus was an excellent soldier and clearly foresaw the need to militarize 
Roman society to meet the increasing tempo of barbarian attacks. But the 
Empire was not quite ready for his bitter medicine.

The Colosseum, also known as the Flavian Amphitheatre, is an iconic 
symbol of ancient Rome, constructed under the emperors Vespasian and 
Titus in the Ist century AD. This grand structure, capable of seating up 
to 50,000 spectators, hosted gladiatorial contests, public spectacles, and 
other entertainments. In 217 AD, the Colosseum was struck by lightning, 
causing a fire that severely damaged the wooden upper levels. The res- 
toration of the Colosseum was undertaken during the reign of Emperor 
Gordian III, reflecting the importance of the structure to Roman public 
life and the continued commitment to its upkeep.

Though hardly a household name like Caligula or Nero, Carinus is held 
as one of Rome s most sinister emperors - a despoiler of women and cor- 
rupter of youth, who got his just desserts at the hands of a jealous husband. 
Born in around AD 250, Carinus was in his early 30s when his father, the 
respected general Carus, seized power in a coup against the Emperor 
Probus, in AD 282. With two grown sons, Carus named Carinus and his 
younger brother Numerian as joint Caesars, in October AD 282. With the 
Roman Empire threatened on every front, Carinus departed for Gaul to 
battle Germanic invaders while his father and Numerian headed east to 
deal with the Persians. Carinus returned to Rome in mid-AD 283, where 
he celebrated a triumph and was hailed as Augustus, making him co-equal 
with his father. But Carus died only a few months later while on campaign 
in Persia later in the year, and the dynasty that had once looked so secure 
began to crumble. As the Eastern army marched back toward Roman ter- 
ritory, Numerian fell ill and died under suspicious circumstances, late in 
AD 284. Instead of declaring its loyalty to Carinus, the eastern army ac- 
claimed the general Diocletian emperor. Carinus mustered his own forces 
and advanced on Diocletian s eastern army, with the climactic clash com- 
ing in midsummer at Margum, near modern-day Belgrade. The legions of 
Carinus gained the upper hand and seemed on the verge of victory, when 
he was suddenly stabbed to death by one of his own officers, whose wife 
Carinus had reportedly seduced. All fighting ceased and Diocletian was 
acclaimed as undisputed emperor, ushering in a new era of Roman history.

The daughter of Diocletian, Galeria Valeria became a pathetic pawn in 
the deadly power struggles of the early fourth century AD. Diocletian 
married her off to his junior emperor, Galerius Caesar, in AD 292 or 293, 
providing a dynastic link between the two houses. Although they had no 
children together, the couple seemed compatible and perhaps Valeria 
helped expand her husband's influence over her father. Although some 
sources claim she was a closet Christian, she does not appear to have 
resisted the Great Persecution, masterminded by her husband and imple- 
mented by her father. Diocletian's retirement in AD 305 brought her hus- 
band to supreme power, but the Tetrarchic system began breaking down 
almost immediately. In AD 311, Galerius was stricken with a wasting ill- 
ness and on his deathbed asked his co-emperor Licinius I to look after 
Valeria. But she seems not to have trusted Licinius (for good reason, as 
it later turned out) and instead sought refuge in the court of Maximinus 
Daia, who proposed marriage to her. When she refused, Daia confiscated 
her wealth and banished her to Syria, despite the protests of the retired 
Diocletian. When civil war brought Daia’s downfall in AD 313, she es- 
caped with her mother to Thessalonica, where they remained in hiding 
until discovered by agents of Licinius in AD 315. Diocletian having died, 
Licinius cold-bloodedly ordered the execution of Valeria, her mother, and 
all other living relatives of previous Tetrarchs.

Gaius Valerius Licinianus Licinius was born in the early AD 260s. Like 
many other young men of low birth, he joined the Roman Army and rose 
quickly through the ranks. During his career he befriended Galerius, who 
became Caesar in AD 293, and then Augustus upon Diocletian retire- 
ment in AD 305. At the Conference of Carnuntum in November AD 308, 
Galerius appointed him as Augustus in place of the deceased Severus LI, 
thus leapfrogging the legitimate Caesars Constantine I and Maximinus IT. 
The death of Galerius in AD 311 left four men claiming the supreme title 
of Augustus: Licinius in the Balkans, Maxentius in Italy, Constantine I in 
Gaul and Britain, and Maximinus IT in Asia Minor and Egypt. Another 
round of civil wars in AD 312-313 saw Constantine defeat Maxentius 
and Licinius victorious over Maximinus. Licinius launched a massacre 
of all potential rivals, including Maximinus’ children, Galerius’ son, and 
Diocletian's daughter. Yet he grudgingly accepted Constantine's edict of 
toleration toward Christians and came to a modus vivendi with his west- 
ern counterpart. Tensions rose, with a final civil war erupting in AD 324. 
Constantine landed a series of crushing blows, and Licinius retreated with 
the remnants of his army to Nicomedia for a final stand. His wife Con- 
stantia intervened and negotiated an honorable surrender. Constantine 
at first allowed him to retire to Thessalonica, but executed him in AD 325. 
Although Licinius was a competent soldier and administrator, his many 
murders paint him as an unattractive character.

Setting and chain: The coin is set in a contemporary gold pendant with an 
openwork border of leaf pattern and a ribbed suspension loop. The coin 
pendant is attached to a chain with a knitted herringbone pattern, ribbed 
chain ending, and a gold-wrapped hook-and-eye clasp. Cf. Catalogue of 
the Jewellery, Greek, Etruscan, and Roman, in the Departments of Antiq- 
uities, British Museum, for Severus Alexander aureus in a similar setting.

This unique necklace is a marvel to behold. Clearly a statement piece, 
this necklace features an intricate knitted herringbone, yet overall, it has 
a simple design that draws the eyes to the handsome Severus Alexander 
aureus pendant. It is believed that necklaces that contained coins, like 
this one, were worn to serve as a form of protection with both apotropaic 
(to ward off evil) and prophylactic (to ward off sickness) purposes, as it 
established a connection to the emperor, and was also a way to show their 
support for the emperor. 


Since the beginning of the Roman Empire, imperial cults were formed to 
worship the emperors as gods as a direct result of the deification of Julius 
Caesar. However, it was mainly relegated to the provinces in the early 
days. By the time of the Severan Dynasty, these cults had made their way 
into Rome itself, as evidenced by an inscription in Ostia Antiqua, the an- 
cient port of Rome, dated 1 June AD 205, that discusses the consecration 
of a place “for the wellbeing” of the Emperors. This lends much credence 
to the theory that necklaces like this one were a way for the wearer to be 
closer to the imperial gods, and Severus Alexander in particular. Further 
evidence that he were used as protection amulets is based on a surviv- 
ing fourth-century AD Christian church official, John Chrysostom, who 
criticized and condemned those who wore them, saying that they ought to 
be cast out from their church and called the wearers sorcerers.

The daughter of Theodosius I, Galla Placidia was born in AD 392 and proved to be a much more formidable character than her weakling brothers, 
Honorius and Arcadius. She would need such fortitude for, following the siege of Rome in AD 408-410, she was captured and held hostage by Visigoths. 
Whether by coercion or choice, she soon wed Atualf, son and successor of King Alaric. Perhaps she hoped the wedding would spur a modus vivendi be- 
tween Roman and Barbarian, but if so her hopes were dashed by the murder of Ataulf in AD 416. A swap of hostages returned her to the Western Roman 
court, and in AD 417 Honorius married her off to the elderly general Constantius LIT, later briefly co-Emperor of the West. Although the union was not a 
happy one, it did produce a son and daughter. 


In AD 421, Honorius finally elevated his brother-in-law Constantius to Augustus at his urging, making Galla Placidia Augusta. Her son Valentinian III 
was thus effectively designated as the heir to the throne. However, on AD 2 September 421, Constantius III died of pleurisy shortly before he could embark 
on a campaign against the Eastern Roman Empire, which did not recognize his elevation to emperor. After her husbands death, some historians, like 
Olympiodorus, on whom Zosimus relied, supported an incestuous relationship with her unmarried brother Honorius, which led to a conflict involving 
Gothic mercenaries, Galla Placidia’s former subjects, and Roman soldiers. It was evident that the unclear succession issue had caused the conflict since 
the childless Honorius seemed to have refused to make his nephew Valentinian the official heir by elevating him to Caesar or Augustus. In this situation, 
influential figures aligned either with Honorius or with Galla and her son. The military commander Flavius Castinus opposed them, while the comes 
Africae Bonifatius supported them. Galla Placidia finally fell out of favor and lost the title of Augusta. Jutta Meischner speculates that Honorius, who had 
been dominated by Constantius for a decade, sought to free himself from this domination. 


At the beginning of AD 423, Galla left Ravenna with her two children and sought refuge in Constantinople, where her nephew Theodosius II had succeed- 
ed his father Arcadius. Shortly after Gallas departure, Honorius died on AD 27 August 423, without leaving a successor. After a four-month interregnum 
in the Western Empire, a court official named Johannes was proclaimed emperor, and Theodosius LI appointed his cousin Valentinian as nobilissimus and 
betrothed him to his two-year-old daughter Licinia Eudoxia. In the fall of AD 424, Valentinian was appointed Caesar in Thessalonica before Theodosius 
sent him, along with his mother, who had been reinstated as Augusta, and his sister, with a strong military force under the Eastern Roman commander 
Aspar, to Italy to preserve the legitimate dynasty. After a brief civil war, Johannes was overthrown by his own generals and delivered to Galla Placidia. 
The usurper was cruelly executed. On 23 October 425, Valentinian III, at the age of six, was proclaimed Augustus of the West in Rome. It was, perhaps, 
on this occasion this highly decorative piece was produced. 


Galla Placidia remained in Italy, ruling the Western Empire as regent until her son came of age, and played a major role in political and religious affairs 
until her death in AD 450. Her mausoleum in Ravenna, Italy, stands as a testament to her influence, adorned with magnificent mosaics reflecting the 
Christian faith she devoutly followed. 


The present medallion of Galla Placidia is a typical highly barbarized work from the Sth century AD, reflected in its manufacturing and style in pieces 
from the Velp Treasure discovered in 1715. Cf: Brenot, Claude; Loriot, Xavier. Coined Gold. III, Findings of Gold Coins in the Roman West (proceedings 
of the round table of December 4 and 5, 1987 in Paris). Paris: Editions du Centre National de la Recherche Scientifique, 1992, p. Brenot, C. Metzger, 
“Findings of Money Jewelry in the Roman West,” pp. 313-371: pp. 341-342.; and Numismatic Magazine. Paris, 1883. pp. 70-91 and 599. 


With a total weight of 20.59 gm and a diameter of 45mm, it corresponds to 4-1/2 solidi. A small deviation within tolerance due to two missing beads in 
the pearl circle, slight wear marks, and accounting for the suspension hoop. The soldering technique and materials, as analyzed by RFA and microscope, 
are entirely consistent with works from the 5th century AD. 


The pendant, like the finds from Velp, was not worn and was created as an honor medallion, used by its bearer or owner as a status symbol and for venera- 
tion. The suspension loop was likely added contemporaneously. 


This is the third example known and the only one in private ownership. This medallion comes from the estate of the well-known antique and art collector, 
Rudolf Rack, from Bad Nauheim, who received it as a wedding gift from his father, who came from East Prussia, to buy his first furnishings with the gold. 
However, its beauty and art-historical value prompted him to collect antiques and art objects. 


Rudolf Rack died in 2022 at the age of 83, leaving behind a large collection and renown in the numismatic world.

Displaying thoughtful planning, 
they were crafted for distribution by the newly established ‘Company 
of Merchants of London Trading into the East Indies’ (more succinctly 
known as the ‘East India Company’). Circulation in Muslim nations was 
also considered, which prompted the omission of Queen Elizabeth's por- 
trait on these coins.

The Golden Fleece shipwreck is a vessel in the northern Caribbean nicknamed for a royal stamping, known as Golden Fleece, that was found on several 
of the gold ‘finger’ ingots and coins. A few dozen of these gold and silver ingots were salvaged with varying purities, reminiscent of the famous “tum- 
baga” bars. Significantly, it is believed that the Golden Fleece ingots are the only known examples made in the colonies between the “tumbaga” era 
of the 1520s and the ones found on the 1554 Padre Island Fleet. Almost all the recovered coins are Mexican Carlos-Juana silver pieces (all assayers 
prior to S) apart from some extremely rare Santo Domingo pieces. Notably, three examples of the very first 8 Reales ever struck in the New World were 
found - the Rincon “Early Series” 8 Reales of 1538.

9-11 (for historical context), 
GB-pg. 92-93 (same). It is an honor to present the only known Sinaloan 
revolutionary “Caballito” Peso, a momentous artifact from this inventive 
moment in numismatic history. Sinaloan issues are regarded as some of 
the rarest items from this revolutionary period. The earliest coins pro- 
duced for Sinaloa used coarse sand molds and patterns sourced from com- 
mon circulation issues, mainly hailing from the mints of Culiacan, México 
and Zacatecas. The most common denomination produced was the Peso, 
which were hitherto thought to be cast from exclusively Cap and Ray pat- 
terns. Historical value aside, these pieces are very rare since reportedly 
almost all were melted down due to the high percentage of gold in their 
silver alloy. To our knowledge, this is the first Sinaloan revolutionary 
Peso to bear the iconic “Caballito” design, evidently struck from a circu- 
lation “Caballito” Peso produced from 1910-1914 (cf. KM453). No major 
reference records or even alludes to such a strike. Despite the inevitable 
porosity of the surfaces, the “Caballito” motif jumps off the flan during 
in hand-inspection, retaining its form to a most surprising degree. The 
filed edges (similar to the third Peso type described by Wood), transmit a 
golden tone that permeates the rest of the flan, permitting impressive lumi- 
nosity to be viewed in person. Potentially a once in a lifetime opportunity 
for numismatic collectors of Mexican revolutionary pieces, and one we 
are happy to usher into its next cabinet.

SP64 Brown PCGS, Utrecht mint, Scholten-775 (pattern for KM307.1). 
Executed with precision, this extremely rare Pattern flaunts razor-sharp 
details and silhouetted surfaces. Multi-language colonial types continue 
to attract more eyes among specialists and non-specialists, though exten- 
sive research and appreciation for colonial patterns remains in its infancy. 
Ambitious collectors might walk away with an extremely limited pattern 
coin that proves unobtainable in just a few years. 


Although the first ideas to completely renew the coinage of the Dutch East 
Indies emerged around 1851, it took over two years before the legislation 
was approved. Around May 1854, the first Dutch East Indies silver coins, 
issued under the rule of Willem ILL, entered circulation; however, the mint- 
age of copper coins did not begin until 1855. The idea to include Dutch, 
Malay, and Javanese languages on the new coinage can be attributed to 
Prof. H.C. Milliés of Utrecht University. David van der Kellen II (1804- 
1879), serving as Head Engraver at Rijksmunt, was commissioned to cut 
the dies for the new coinage. 


Due to a lack of space at the Rijksmunt in Utrecht, an Auxiliary Mint un- 
der the authority of the Rijksmunt had to be established. The twenty newly 
arrived coin presses were set up in 1855 to ensure fast and reliable pro- 
duction of copper coins. Although little is known about the history of this 
Pattern, it appears to be one of the first designs for the newly introduced 
Cent. The other Patterns either lack the two stars in the legend or feature 
a larger coat of arms instead of this much smaller version. Currently, we 
know of only one other piece, which resides in the National Numismatic 
Collection at the Nederlandsche Bank. At this moment, no other speci- 
mens are known to be in private hands.

At the Congress of Vienna in 1815, the Duchy of Warsaw was dissolved, and most of its territory became the Kingdom of Poland (Congress Poland), under 
the personal union with the Russian Tsar. Russia gained significant influence over this new Polish state, while Prussia acquired the western part, includ- 
ing the Grand Duchy of Posen, and Austria received the territory around Krakow. The city of Krakow was declared a free city under the joint protection 
of Russia, Prussia, and Austria. These changes curtailed Polish sovereignty, placing Polish territories under the control of neighboring powers. This 
period marked the beginning of a century-long struggle for Polish independence, which would eventually culminate in the re-establishment of Poland 
as an independent nation after World War I.

A relic of the 

historically important and costly Second Boer War, struck by Boer forces 

towards the end of the conflict while retreating from the British. Adjacent 

to obsidional issues and the result of necessity to pay Boer soldier’s wages, 
these pieces were produced in the “veld” or “field” at a makeshift mint in 

the bush at Pilgrims Rest. P.J. Kloppers, who had no professional experi- 
ence as a die sinker, and had been previously employed as a school teacher, 
was tasked with the job of creating the dies. In doing so, he wisely opted 
for simplicity, illustrating a proudly defiant “ZAR” monogram and date 

to the obverse and the denomination to the reverse. In doing so, Kloppers 

created one of crudest and most distinguished types of the 20th century. 


At this level of preservation, “Veld” Ponds are encountered only once ev- 
ery few years, the last of which at decidedly Gem Mint State we handled 
being at our January NYINC auction in 2023. Illumination reveals scin- 
tillating luster that carries admirably across the surfaces, highlighting a 
peppering of amber toning that fully elevates the already advanced visual 
character.

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The 2008 Nobel Prize in Physiology or Medicine Awarded to Harald zur Hausen

beside another female figure, representing suffering humanity, who is seeking help. The motif symbolizes the relationship between medicine and 
humanity, with the figure of medicine offering knowledge and support to alleviate suffering. This breathtaking design captures the essence of the 
Nobel Prize’s purpose in recognizing significant contributions to the field of medicine and their impact on human health. 


Harald zur Hausen, born on March 11, 1936, in Gelsenkirchen, Germany, is a renowned virologist whose pioneering research has profoundly im- 
pacted the field of medical science. His early education in medicine at the Universities of Bonn, Hamburg, and Diisseldorf set the stage for a remark- 
able career characterized by curiosity and dedication. Zur Hausen’s interest in virology deepened during his postdoctoral studies at the Children’s 
Hospital of Philadelphia, where he investigated virus-induced chromosomal changes. This experience would catalyze his later groundbreaking work 
on the link between human papillomavirus (HPV) and cervical cancer. It is for this profound discovery that he would receive the 2008 Nobel Prize 
in Physiology or Medicine. 


Zur Hausen’s journey toward this landmark discovery began with a question that had puzzled scientists for decades: what causes cervical cancer? 
At a time when the prevailing belief was that the herpes simplex virus was the primary culprit, zur Hausen embarked on an alternative path. He 
hypothesized that HPV, a virus previously known primarily for causing benign warts, might be involved in the development of cervical cancer. This 
hypothesis was revolutionary and faced significant skepticism from the scientific community, yet zur Hausen’s unwavering determination led him to 
pursue this line of research rigorously. 


The turning point came in the early 1980s when zur Hausen and his team succeeded in isolating HPV DNA from cervical cancer cells. This discovery 
was monumental; it demonstrated for the first time that certain strains of HPV, particularly HPV-16 and HPV-18, were consistently present in cervical 
cancer tissues. Zur Hausen’s discovery provided irrefutable evidence that these strains of HPV were not merely bystanders, but active participants 
in the oncogenic process. This breakthrough reshaped our understanding of the etiology of cervical cancer and underscored the role of viral infec- 
tions in human cancers. Furthermore, the impact of zur Hausen’s discovery extends beyond the realm of cervical cancer. It has catalyzed a broader 
investigation into the role of viruses in other types of cancer, leading to the identification of viral links to liver cancer, certain lymphomas, and more.

33264 Ephraim Brasher Counterstamped/Regulated 2-1/3 Dollars 
ND (1783-1795) VF30 NGC, cf. Wood, “The Coinage of the West In- 
dies and the Sou Marqué,” pg. 30, Fig 123, cf. Gordon pg. 91-93. EB 
(Ephraim Brasher) in Oval Cartouche Counterstamp on unplugged and 
lightly clipped Great Britain George II 1/2 Guinea 1760 (cf. KMS587, 
S-3685). 4.0gm. 61.7 grains. Undoubtedly the most famous of all early 
American regulators, Ephraim Brasher is likely one of the most instantly 
recognizable names in all of American numismatics. The Bank of New 
York regularly employed gold- and silversmiths, like Brasher, to test for- 
eign coins received at the bank in routine commerce. These men, known 
as “Regulators,” would weigh each coin as it was deposited, add a plug 
of gold to any that were found to be outside the allowable tolerances, and 
stamp the coin with their hallmark to indicate that the coin was acceptable. 
While the EB stamp is known across Portuguese “Joes,” Spanish Colonial 
8 Escudos, and even a Louis XV Louis d’Or, regulated Guinea issues car- 
rying Brasher’s mark are notably scarce. In fact, this is only the second 1/2 
Guinea host for an EB stamp locatable by this cataloger, the other dated 
1777, graded VF35 by PCGS. The lower edge here is clipped, undoubtedly 
contemporaneously, reducing its weight to slightly below the New York 
standard of 5 dwt, 6 grains for one guinea (or 63 grains for the half guinea). 
It goes without saying that this is an incredible survivor from this special 
period of colonial numismatic history, and one that will draw attention at 
auction accordingly. 


Readily identified with his New York-style Dubloons, Brasher belonged 
to an important class of silver- and goldsmiths in the colonies who were 
relied upon by merchants and regular colonists alike to make sense, as 
so aptly worded by David T. Alexander, “of the Babel of gold and silver 
coins of the world which circulated in the bullion-starved colonies and the 
new republic.” A Member of the Gold and Silversmiths Society from 1786, 
Brasher is of further note to history as George Washington ’s next-door 
neighbor in New York when the city briefly served as the nation’s capi- 
tal—Washingtons residence being at 3 Cherry Street and Brasher’s (as 
of 1789) at 1 Cherry Street. Washington is also known to have purchased 
silverware from Brasher, which found use on numerous state occasions.

Such “regulators” tested foreign coins for 
weight, added plugs of gold to any any that were found to be outside al- 
lowable tolerances, and stamp the coin with their hallmark to indicate the 
coin was acceptable. Here, we can see a circular plug flush with obverse 
device, balanced by a slightly larger plug on the reverse with the WH 
mark across, oriented vertically. Unlike the Roehrs specimen with a “WH” 
countermark, this Pega host displays no clipping, which Gordon cites as 
an indication that the host was issued thin, a natural minting occurrence 
remedied by plugs to bring up to regulation standards. An example with 
this counterstamp in such good condition is incredibly rare, and will be 
met with increased enthusiasm at the podium as such.

The Ambiani, a historically significant Celtic tribe of ancient 
Gaul, populated the region near the modern-day city of Amiens 
in northern France. Renowned during the classical period, their 
territorial extent and influence were notable, marking them as 
a formidable tribe within the broader spectrum of the Gallic 
community. Insight into their socio-economic structure can be 
gleaned from their coinage; the Ambiani were prolific minters in 
their time. The Ambiani’s place in history was marked by their 
involvement in the Gallic Wars, wherein they allied with Julius 
Caesar. Despite the eventual Roman dominance, their tribal nar- 
rative still reverberates in the retention of their name in today’s 
Amiens, providing a tangible link to their enduring legacy.

They were subjugated by Tiberius circa 15 BC and 
remained within the Roman Empire, incorporated into the prov- 
ince of Raetia, even after the Germanic revolt of AD 9. They are 
regarded as a Celtic tribe, although other groups to the north and 
south are considered Germanic.

Hieron II was a military adventurer who fell in with the army of 
Pyrrhus during his great Western expedition of 280 BC. When 
Pyrrhus pulled out of Syracuse in 275 BC, Hieron remained 
behind as commander of the garrison. He cannily married 
Philistis, daughter of a prominent Syracusan noble, and a major 
victory against the Mamertines in 270 BC convinced the grate- 
ful populace to name him King. He reigned for the next 55 years 
with strength, intelligence, and justice. His gold coinage follows 
Syracusan tradition, with the wreathed head of Persephone 
on this lovely piece recalling the coinage of his predecessor 
Agathocles.

When Hieron II died in 215 BC, he left his kingdom to his fifteen- 
year-old grandson, Hieronymus. Hieron designed a council 
of fifteen guardians to supervise Hieronymus and act as his 
regents, providing guidance until he was of age. One of the coun- 
selors, Adranodorus, was the son-in-law of Hieron and wanted 
to rule himself: He schemed to have the other guardians dis- 
missed and became the chief counselor to Hieronymus. After the 
Roman defeat at Cannae, he convinced the young king to change 
Syracuse's allegiance from Rome to Carthage, bringing Syracuse 
in direct conflict with Rome. In 214 BC, Marcus Claudius 
Marcellus began besieging the city, during which Hieronymus 
was assassinated after a reign of only thirteen months. A republi- 
can government known as the Fifth Democracy was restored, but 
the city didn’t change its Carthaginian allegiance. A protracted 
siege of two years ensued, with the Romans finally defeating the 
mechanical defenses of the great Archimedes in 212 BC. Despite 
the turmoil and chaos, the Syracuse mint produced incredible 
works of art, the dies engraved by masterful artists.

Alexander the Great, born in 356 BC in Pella, Macedonia, was 
one of the most renowned military leaders and conquerors in 
history.

Born ca. 359 BC, Arrhidaeus was the illegitimate son of Philip 
Il, king of Macedon, by a Thessalian dancer. According to 
Plutarch, a poisoning attempt by Philip’s jealous wife, Olympias, 
left Arrhidaeus intellectually disabled and subject to epileptic 
fits. When Alexander the Great died in Babylon in June, 323 
BC, a council of generals met and determined that Arrhidaeus 
would be crowned as Philip III, and would reign jointly with the 
infant Alexander IV. However, neither had any real power, this 
being held by a succession of Macedonian generals. The new 
king proved as compliant and simple-minded as the generals 
had hoped, but in 320 BC, Arrhidaeus married a niece of Philip 
II’s, Eurydice, who had more than enough ambition for the both 
of them. In 317 BC, she threw her support behind Cassander’s 
successful bid to replace Polyperchon as regent. Cassander, 
in turn, left her and Arrhidaeus in charge of Macedon while 
he went on campaign in Asia. Polyperchon joined forces with 
Alexander's mother, Olympias, and invaded Macedon. Eurydice 
and Arrhidaeus raised an army to oppose them, but their sol- 
diers refused to fight. Arrhidaeus and Eurydice were captured; 
Olympias ordered Arrhidaeus to be executed and compelled 
Eurydice to commit suicide.

The last independent king of Macedon, Perseus inherited the 
throne from his father Philip V after the latter had his pro-Roman 
son Demetrius executed. Thus the tone was set from the outset 
of his reign for an eventual clash, which proved fatal to the 
Antigonid monarchy and Macedonian independence. Perseus 
skillfully rebuilt the Macedonian army and a network of mar- 
riage alliances during the first years of his reign, which the 
Romans watched with rising alarm. The Third Macedonian War 
broke out in 171 BC, and for a time Perseus employed guer- 
rilla tactics which gave him the initiative and kept the Romans 
on their heels. Like his father, though, he chose to risk all in 
a single pitched battle at Pydna and lost badly to the Roman 
general Lucius Aemilius Paullus. Perseus surrendered and was 
allowed to live out his life in comfortable captivity in Rome; the 
Macedonian Kingdom was divided into four theoretically autono- 
mous Republics which were soon subsumed into direct Roman 
rule. The coinage of Perseus is one of the more attractive of the 
Hellenistic series.

Mithradates VI was a consistent thorn in the side of Rome for 
several decades. Soon after inheriting the throne of Pontus, 
Mithradates displayed an ambition his small kingdom could not 
contain. Observing growing resentment to Roman greed, he 
portrayed himself as the leader of resistance against Rome’s 
suffocating hand. He launched a five-year war against Rome 
in 88 BC by invading Asia Province and massacring 80,000 
Italian civilians. This led to a vigorous response led by the Roman 
general Sulla. But, on the verge of victory, Sulla was forced by 
political turmoil at home to sign a treaty restoring the pre-war 
status quo. A decade later, Mithradates launched another attack 
on the Roman protectorate of Bithynia, but was repelled by 
general Lucullus. His career finally concluded in 63 BC when, 
defeated by Pompey the Great, he was besieged in Panticapaeum 
by his own rebellious son and forced to commit suicide. After 
failing to kill himself via poison (to which he had become immune 
by taking small doses over many years), Mithradates induced a 
loyal Gallic officer to slay him. 


The imagery on the obverse deliberately evokes the memory of 
Alexander the Great, depicting himself as a semi-divine con- 
queror with flowing, windswept hair. This popular and desirable 
series represents the last great example of Hellenistic portraiture.

Harpies 
are described as half-bird, half-woman, with eagle talons and 
harsh screeches; they were sent by the gods to torment men who 
had displeased them. Sirens, the mythical offspring of the river- 
god Alpheus and several of the Muses, are also described as 
bird-women, but with beautiful voices that drew sailors to their 
deaths. An early myth suggests sirens received their wings when 
Demeter sent them off to search for her daughter Persephone; the 
flower held by this deity might thus suggest the siren interpreta- 
tion is correct.

In the menagerie of mythical Greek beasts, Harpies are half-bird, 
half-woman, with an eagle’s talons and harsh screeches, sent by 
the gods to torment men who had displeased them. A few ancient 
poets, including Hesiod, describe them as fair of face and fleet 
on the wing, but to most writers they are hideous creatures whom 
no human would care to encounter. Virgil describes them thus:

The sphinx, which appears frequently on the early electrum 
coinage of Cyzicus, had its origins in ancient Egypt (and is here 
perhaps symbolic of the lucrative trade between Egypt and main- 
land Greece), but the Greeks quickly developed their own version 
of the creature, which in their variant had the body of a lion, 
the wings of a bird and forepart of a woman. The most famous 
of these was Sphinx of Thebes (the Greek city, though interest- 
ingly there is also an Egyptian Thebes), who queried travelers 
with a riddle, then devoured them, when they could not answer. 
This went on until she encountered Oedipus, who successfully 
answered the riddle, whereupon the Sphinx flung herself from a 


cliff.

As a trusted general to Lysimachus, Philetaerus was made com- 
mander of Pergamum, and its treasury, in 301 BC. However, 
within a few years, he changed allegiance to a different 
Macedonian general, and former ally of Lysimachus, Seleucus I. 
As ruler of this Greek state, Philetaerus faced minimal oversight 
from the Seleucid Empire, especially after the assassination 
of Seleucus I, and gradually he began minting coins with his 
own name. The type featured here is an intriguing example of 
this transitionary period, when Pergamum was still technically 
loyal to the Seleucid Empire, but beginning to exercise more of 
its autonomy. The posthumous portrait of Seleucus I is a nod to 
this tenuous loyalty, but features Philetaerus’ personal reverse 
type with his name and Athena Nicephorus, the kingdom's patron 
goddess. Eventually, the tetradrachms of this Athena series would 
use the bust of Philetaerus himself, distinguishing a clearer shift 
in sovereignty for the kingdom and Attalid dynasty.

While the sequence of issues for the earliest electrum coinage is 
still imperfectly understood, recent discoveries have begun to 
clarify the picture. It is now evident that the first “coins” were 
pre-weighed electrum globules of no particular design but con- 
forming to the weight standard prevalent in Ionia and Lydia, a 
“stater” of about 14 grams and its fractions. Next came pieces 
bearing simple punch patterns on the “reverse,” but with a blank 
or rudimentary “obverse,” as seen here. These were followed 
quickly by pieces displaying a series of parallel striations, the 
first example of something that could be termed an obverse 
“type.” Thus this “typeless trite” issue is among the very first 
coins struck by any culture.

Magnesia ad Maeandrum was founded on the banks of the 
Lecathus, a tributary of the Maeander river, in south-western 
Ionia circa the mid-700s BC by a tribe from Thessaly known as 
the Magnetes, plus colonists from Crete. In the mid-2nd century 
BC, Magnesia was among the cities that enjoyed a Renaissance 
of classical Greek coinage, issuing large and beautiful stepha- 
nophoric (“wreath bearing”) silver tetradrachms bearing a 
lovely head of the city’s patron goddess, Artemis, with a reverse 
depicting her brother Apollo standing atop a meander pattern. 
These coins carried the names of a series of magistrates (or, 
as suggested by Nicholas F. Jones, wealthy civic patrons who 
financed the coinage), including probably the same Euphemos 
and Pausanius named on this gold stater, allowing us to date 
this remarkable piece to the same era as the stephanophoric tet- 
radrachms, circa 155-145 BC. While Artemis graces the obverse, 
the reverse depiction of Nike driving a biga is otherwise unknown 
on any coinage of Magnesia and suggests that the issuance of our 
stater was in honor of a military victory of some kind, or perhaps 
the anniversary of a great victory. Since Magnesia was not itself 
a military powerhouse, the occasion must remain an open ques- 
tion, although the 40th anniversary of the Battle of Magnesia, 
which fell in December 150 BC, is a possibility. Although the 
battle between the Roman Republic and the Seleucid Kingdom 
occurred near a different Magnesia (ad Sipylum in Lydia), it 
effectively freed western Asia Minor from Seleucid control and 
gave the cities therein a large measure of autonomy within the 
loosely controlled Pergamene Kingdom.

Situated on the western coast of modern-day Turkey, Phocaea 
was an ancient Ionian city celebrated for its maritime prowess 
and commercial acumen. This mercantile dynamism was reflect- 
ed in the city’s distinct contribution to the history of coinage. 
Phocaea was among the earliest cities to produce electrum 
coinage, a naturally occurring alloy of gold and silver that was 
a precursor to the later, more standardized coinage in pure gold 
and silver. This Phocaean electrum coinage, minted around the 
sixth through fourth centuries BC, was characterized by a range 
of richly symbolic designs, including mystical creatures, promi- 
nent deities, and civic emblems, all indicative of their vibrant 
cultural life and marked by exceptional detail and high relief 
owing to the skill of Ionian die engravers. Phocaean coinage 
holds notable significance for its inclusion of the seal, a marine 
creature emblematic of the city’s affiliation with the sea and its 
maritime economy.

Debate has long swirled regarding the identity of the helmeted 
hero appearing on the obverse of this type - is it Seleucus I, or 
Alexander the Great, or a composite demigod incorporating fea- 
tures of Seleucus, Alexander and Dionysus? In the Handbook of 
Syrian Coins (CNG, 2009), Oliver Hoover opts for identifying the 
portrait as an idealized image of Seleucus I himself: The reverse 
design of Nike crowning trophy was paralleled by a nearly simul- 
taneous issue of the Syracusan tyrant Agathocles hundreds of 
miles away. The motif would prove highly influential in both 
Greek and Roman coins for centuries to come.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 
69 BC and succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. 
She soon faced a succession crisis: Her weak-willed younger 
brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy XIII, was dominated by a circle 
of courtiers who feared Cleopatra’s keen intellect and reso- 
lute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 48 BC, 
shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of 
Pharsalus. Ptolemy ordered Pompey’s murder, but this only out- 
raged Caesar, who showed up days later and occupied the royal 
palace. Cleopatra had herself wrapped in a carpet and smuggled 
into Caesar's presence for a meeting. This display of spunk by the 
nubile 20-year-old enchanted the dictator. The two likely became 
lovers that night, and Caesar’s bitter Alexandrine War, which 
ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XIII, was fought on her 
behalf. Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while Cleopatra 
conceived and bore him a son. Caesar returned to Rome in 47 
BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. She 
was thus in Rome when Caesar was murdered on 15 March 44 BC. 
Returning to Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the Triumvir 
Marc Antony at Tarsus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful Roman 
general succumbed to Cleopatra's charms, and within a year she 
had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl. In 37 BC, Cleopatra 
provided money and supplies in support of Antony’s abortive 
invasion of Parthia and a punitive raid on Armenia the follow- 
ing year. Antony's adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his 
increasing dependence on Cleopatra, and his promise to bestow 
most of Rome’s eastern possessions upon her and her children 
compelled his partner in power, Octavian, to declare war in 32 
BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign and suffered a heavy 
naval defeat at Actium in September of 31 BC, after which he 
and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian’s approach in 30 BC, 
Antony committed suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, 
utilizing the poisonous bite of the sacred asp.

The Seleucid-era Greek settlement of Bactria may have been 
carried out under a general or satrap named Sophytes, whose 
and possible portrait name appear on a somewhat later series 
of coins. After the initial issue of Bactrian “owl” coinage a later 
group “owl” was struck on a somewhat reduced standard, with 
monograms and various symbols as control marks, of which this 
example is one of the finest surviving specimens. These are now 
provisionally ascribed to Sophytes. All of these early Bactrian 
pieces are rare, but a number have appeared on the market 
recently, reputedly from a 1960s-era find that resided for many 
years in Germany.

Unlike coins of the first Jewish War against Rome (AD 66-70), 
all coins of the Bar Kokhba Revolt were overstruck on Roman 
Provincial issues already in circulation, mainly silver tet- 
radrachms and drachms of Antioch, Tyre, and Caesarea in 
Cappadocia, as well as Roman silver denarii. The government 
of Simon Bar Kokhba mainly controlled the Judaean hinterlands, 
hiding men and equipment in an elaborate network of under- 
ground caves and tunnels, and did not have the time or resources 
to set up a full-fledged mint with smelting, refining and casting 
capabilities. All the same, it must have given the rebel mint- 
masters a certain thrill to hammer flat the images of the Roman 
emperors and Pagan deities who they hoped to banish from Israel 
altogether. The imagery of Bar Kokhba coins focuses upon the 
symbols related to the original Temple of Jerusalem - the fagade 
of which appears on the obverse of the large silver tetradrachm- 
sized selas, and the Feast of Tabernacles, with the lulav and 
etrog occupying the reverse. Coins struck during the first and 
second years of the revolt carry a date (“Year One / Two of the 
Redemption of Israel”), while coins struck during the third year 
(AD 134-135) are undated.

Kanishka I, a celebrated figure in South Asian history, ascend- 
ed to the throne of the Kushan Empire in the late Ist or early 
2nd century AD. Known as a great military commander, his 
prowess led to the significant expansion of the Kushan Empire, 
which under his rule stretched from Central Asia all the way to 
Northern India. Esteemed for more than his conquests, however, 
Kanishka I was a potent patron of the arts and religious institu- 
tions. He is notably recognized for his prodigious contributions 
to Buddhism, playing a seminal role in its dissemination and 
fostering the creation of the Gandhara and Mathura schools 
of art, which amalgamated Greek, Persian, and Indian artistic 
traditions. His reign marked the beginning of the Serindian art 
style and was characterized by a magnificent efflorescence of 
cultural and artistic endeavors.

Between 215 and 212 BC, during a critical phase of the Second 
Punic War, the Roman Republic refined its bronze coinage system 
to meet the escalating demands of war and the complexities of 
its expanding economy. This period saw the issuance of various 
denominations of bronze coins, including the notable aes grave 
tressis, which was part of a broader strategy to streamline 
transactions and facilitate the mobilization of resources for 
military campaigns. These years marked a significant transition 
in Roman minting practices, from the cumbersome aes grave 
system to more practical and varied denominations, reflecting 
the Republic’s adaptability to the exigencies of prolonged conflict 
and its socio-economic impact.

One of the most popular series of coinage that Caesar minted was 
of an elephant stepping on a serpent, with CAESAR in the exergue. 
Although there is no clear record of what these coins allude to, 
this design is believed to commemorate Caesar's victory in the 
Battle of Thapsus in 46 BC, where he defeated the forces of his 
political rival, Pompey, so efficiently that it was like an elephant 
stepping on a snake and could be seen as good defeating evil. On 
the reverse, he included important pontifical religious imple- 
ments, a reminder to the Roman people that he was a pious man, 
and that he held numerous religious positions, such as Pontifex 
Maximus (Highest Priest). This series of coinage effectively 
communicated Caesar's dual image as a capable military leader 
and a custodian of Roman tradition, helping to consolidate his 
support base and establish his legitimacy during the tumultuous 
events of the civil war.

In the myth of the founding of Rome, Aeneas was the child of Venus 
and Anchises. With the fall of Troy, Aeneas, a Trojan warrior, was 
ordered by the gods to flee with a group of people including his 
father and son, Iulus. After Aeneas’ own “Odyssey” through the 
Mediterranean, he landed in Italia, and his legacy would become 
the founding of Rome and his descendants would be Romulus and 
Remus. With this coins imagery, Julius Caesar refers to the mythi- 
cal founding of Rome and was used to link Julius Caesar's lineage 
to Iulus, then Aeneas, and finally to Venus. Caesar also used the 
obverse of this coin to lay claim to the goddess Venus over his 
opponent of the time, Pompey the Great. The reverse refers to the 
moment Aeneas fled Troy, carrying his father to safety with him. 
This story was later immortalized in Virgil’s Aenead, under the 
auspices of Augustus, who used this story to link himself by exten- 
sion of his adoption by Julius Caesar to the founding of Rome.

The lituus, a curved staff used 
by augurs, signified their power to interpret the will of the 
gods by observing bird flight patterns. The oenochoe, a jug for 
pouring wine, was integral to libations, representing the act of 
making offerings to the gods. Finally, the securis, an axe used 
in sacrifices, underscored the pontiffs’ duty in performing these 
essential rituals. Often depicted on Roman coinage, these power- 
ful symbols reinforced the divine legitimacy of leaders and the 
religious foundation of Roman society.

For two centuries, Rome had spurned the Hellenistic practice of 
placing the ruler’s portrait on the coinage of the realm, much as 
they rejected the concept of kingship altogether. So early in 44 
BC, many Romans must have been stunned to see the image of 
Julius Caesar, recently appointed dictator for an unprecedented 
fourth time, on circulating silver denarii. Like a profusion of 
other honors and titles, the right to place his image on coins had 
been bestowed on Caesar by the Roman Senate. Caesar's enemies 
may have had an ulterior motive in approving the honor, as it 
almost certainly would fuel the growing suspicion that Caesar 
intended to name himself king of Rome. If this was the intent, it 
succeeded, for within three months a conspiracy had been formed 
and Caesar was duly assassinated at a meeting of the Senate 
on March 15, 44 BC. The obverse legend acclaims Caesar as 
“Imperator,” or victorious general. Within a few years, Caesar’s 
successors and even his assassins would show no compunction 
about putting their portraits on their coins.

Born into the patrician Julii family in 100 BC, Gaius Julius 
Caesar emerged from a lineage steeped in Roman nobility and 
political influence, setting the stage for a life that would pro- 
foundly shape the trajectory of Roman history. His early life, 
marked by a traditional aristocratic upbringing, quickly diverged 
onto a path of military genius and unparalleled political strategy. 
Through his conquest of Gaul, characterized by over a dozen 
major battles including the decisive victory at Alesia, Caesar 
expanded Rome’s borders and demonstrated his tactical superi- 
ority. His subsequent crossing of the Rubicon in 49 BC, igniting 
the Great Roman Civil War, led to his emergence as Rome’s unri- 
valed leader and Dictator for Life by 44 BC. However, fears of his 
potential kingship among senators culminated in his assassina- 
tion, a pivotal event that signaled the end of the Roman Republic 
and the establishment of the Empire under his heir, Octavian 
(Augustus).

Emerging from a prominent lineage, Cassius, a distinguished 
Roman senator, demonstrated his military prowess in the 
Parthian Wars under Crassus and later aligned with Pompey 
during the Roman Civil War against Caesar. Despite receiv- 
ing clemency from Caesar following Pompey’s defeat, Cassius 
remained a fervent defender of the Republic and, therefore, was 
deeply antagonistic towards Caesar’s concentration of power. 
This animosity culminated in his leadership role in the conspiracy 
to assassinate Caesar, enlisting key figures such as his brother- 
in-law, Brutus, in the plot. The assassination, executed on the 
Ides of March in 44 BC, marked a pivotal moment in Roman 
history. In the fallout the public turned against the assasins, 
forcing Cassius to flee Rome, rallying an army alongside Brutus 
to restore the Republic. Their efforts culminated in the Battle of 
Philippi in 42 BC, where their forces were vanquished by those of 
Mark Antony and Octavian. Facing humiliating defeat, Cassius 
chose to end his life, and Brutus quickly followed, leaving a 
legacy intertwined with one of history’s most infamous acts of 
political rebellion.

This series of coins celebrate Marc Antony’s victory over 
Armenia, which was used as propaganda to bolster his image 
back in Rome after failing to defeat Parthia. During the Parthian 
campaign, Antony had enlisted the help of Armenia; however, 
when it became evident that their side would lose the war, King 
Artavasdes II fled back to Armenia. Antony viewed this abandon- 
ment as a betrayal. While, plotting his revenge on Artavasdes II, 
he played nice until he made it safely out of the Armenian region. 
In order to enact this revenge, Antony fled to his lover, Cleopatra, 
and in 37 BC, used the wealth of Egypt to depose King Artavasdes 
II. This monetary backing became known as the “Donations of 
Alexandria” and the resulting political fallout of this “donation” 
was swift. Octavian used Antony's entanglement with Egypt, and 
Cleopatra, as a reason for him to end his own politically tenuous 
coalition with Antony, turning the people against the couple and 
thereby sealing their fate.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had 
a difficult act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of 
his reign, he did a commendable job running the vast empire 
bequeathed to his care. Cautious and frugal, he engaged in 
no wars of conquest and kept the Empire’s finances in good 
order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and began 
handing off duties to his unscrupulous second fiddles, namely 
the Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, 
Macro. The resulting bloodbath among members of his own 
family, and their Senatorial supporters, tarnished his name 
throughout history. There are reports that, in the end, Tiberius 
did not die of natural causes. Suetonius, himself, believed rumors 
that Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered him with a pillow, 
and then he fell dead. He was deified upon death. 


His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the 
plethora of types employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same 
simple design for both silver denarii and gold aurei for almost 
the entirety of his reign. This uniformity of type makes it virtu- 
ally impossible to date any particular aureus or denarius more 
precisely than somewhere within the last two decades of his 
reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been struck in 
the same year as the momentous event he probably never heard 
about, the crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between 
AD 30 and 34. The coin associated most closely to Tiberius is 
the “Tribute Penny,” the silver version of this aureus, as they are 
mentioned in the Bible.

Born as Gaius Julius Caesar Germanicus in AD 12, he soon 
became the mascot for the army of his father, the popular 
general Germanicus. During that time, he acquired the nickname 
“Caligula,” or “Little Boots,” for the miniature army boots (called 
caligae) he wore. When his predecessor, Tiberius, finally died in 
May AD 37, there was much speculation that, in the end, he did 
not die of natural causes. Suetonius himself believed rumors that 
Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered with a pillow, and 
then he fell dead. But he was uniquely unsuited to the task at hand, 
having no experience in government, finance, or military affairs. 
He quickly squandered Tiberius’ carefully hoarded wealth on 
frivolous projects, condemned or exiled the most capable men 
in government, and demanded to be worshipped as a god. After 
three years of misrule, he was assassinated by a cabal of sena- 
tors and Praetorian guardsmen led by Cassius Chaerea on 24 
January AD 41. Despite being perhaps one of the worst Roman 
emperors, Caligula’s coinage is interesting and attractive.

Son of the great general Drusus, and Antonia, niece of the 
emperor Augustus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed well-posi- 
tioned when he was born in 10 BC. But a serious childhood illness 
left him with a limp, a stammer, and other qualities that made 
him the black sheep of the family. While these problems barred 
him from a political career, such exclusion also granted him 
immunity from the family’s murderous intrigues. Upon Caligula’s 
assassination in January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving 
Julio-Claudian male and, when members of the Praetorian Guard 
found him cowering behind a curtain in the palace, they immedi- 
ately acclaimed him as Emperor. Claudius astutely awarded the 
Praetorians a substantial bonus, and with 10,000 heavily armed 
soldiers backing him, he easily forced the Senate to accept him as 
the next princeps. Once installed, Claudius surprised everyone 
by ruling with intelligence and moderation. In AD 43, he ordered 
the invasion and annexation of Britain, the first major addition of 
territory to the Empire since the days of Augustus. 


He exercised discernment in his selection of provincial governors 
and exhibited adept diplomacy in handling foreign relations. 
However, his notable shortcomings lay in his excessive atten- 
tion to minutiae, dependence on freedmen and close associates, 
and his questionable choices in romantic partners. His third 
wife, Messalina, known for her promiscuity, wielded significant 
influence as Empress and became embroiled in a scandalous con- 
spiracy in AD 48, which posed a threat to his rule. Subsequently, 
his next wife, Agrippina the Younger, skillfully utilized her influ- 
ence to consolidate her own power and advance the position of 
her son, Nero, from a previous marriage, within the succession 
plans. This done, she fed Claudius a dish of poisoned mush- 
rooms in October AD 54, and brought his 13-year reign to an end. 
Despite many missteps and his unsavory demise, Claudius had 
been a fairly successful ruler and his regime set a pattern for the 
Flavians and the reigns that followed.

Nero’s reign from AD 54 to AD 68 as the fifth Emperor of Rome 
stands as one of the most contentious periods of the Empire. 
While ascended to the throne as a young man, his rule was shad- 
owed by political intrigue, shocking personal excesses, and 
notable public works. Despite the infamy, Nero was a patron of 
the arts and culture, initiating grand construction projects like 
the opulent Golden House and sponsoring games and theatre 
performances. His reign was also marked by significant events 
such as the Great Fire of Rome in AD 64, an event which eroded 
his popularity due to rumors of his inaction. In the realm of 
foreign affairs, Nero’s rule witnessed tumultuous periods, includ- 
ing the suppression of the Boudica revolt in Britain and the 
ongoing tension with Parthia. Nero’s reign ultimately ended in 
dramatic fashion with his suicide in AD 68, after widespread dis- 
content and revolt precipitated his downfall, marking the lead-in 
to the “Year of the Four Emperors”, in AD 69. 


In the sphere of numismatics, Nero’s coinage helps document his 
reign. Notably, coins bore his portrait and traditional Roman ico- 
nography, but his attempt to associate his reign with the divine by 
depicting gods like Jupiter were seen as a contentious appropria- 
tion of religion for political ends. While Nero’s reign was marked 
by extravagance, cruelty, and rebellion, he ostensibly sought the 
favor of Jupiter - employing the god’s imagery and symbolism in 
monumental artwork, coinage, and public ceremonies, imbuing 
them with the god’s supreme authority. Jupiter, regarded as 
a divine guardian of Rome and its political and moral guide, 
was an apt symbol for an emperor who sought to link his rule 
with divine authority. Yet, Nero’s association with Jupiter was 
fraught with controversy, as historical accounts suggest that the 
emperor's actions often departed from the moral principles that 
Jupiter represented. This dynamic between Nero and Jupiter 
reflects the complex, dualistic nature of Roman imperial ideol- 
ogy, where emperors strove to associate themselves with celestial 
power while navigating the challenges and contradictions of their 
earthly reigns.

Descended from a family of small-time entrepreneurs and 
tax farmers in the Sabine hill country north of Rome, Flavius 
Vespasianus was born in AD 9 and rose to prominence in the 
Roman Army. In AD 43-44, he gained distinction during Claudius’ 
invasion of Britain and won a Consulship in AD S51, but fell from 
imperial favor when he dozed off during one of Nero’s musical 
performances. When a Jewish faction in the province of Judaea 
rebelled and massacred the local Roman garrison in AD 66, Nero 
sent Vespasian at the head of three legions to crush the revolt. 
Through his able son Titus, Vespasian gained the friendship 
and support of Mucianus, governor of Syria, who had another 
three legions at his disposal. The collapse of Nero’s regime, in 
AD 68, led to a free-for-all for the throne, with Galba, Otho and 
Vitellius following in quick succession. Vespasian realized he had 
the means and ability to make his own try for supreme power, 
and on I July AD 69, the legions of Alexandria, Egypt declared 
Vespasian as emperor. He decided on a policy of blockade and 
attrition to defeat Vitellius; however the sudden declaration of 
support by the Danubian legions and their invasion of Italy in 
the fall of AD 69 brought a much quicker victory. Vitellius was 
executed on 20 December, and the Senate proclaimed Vespasian 
emperor two days later.

Publius Aelius Hadrianus was born in AD 76, the son of a distin- 
guished Spanish senator and related through his mother to the 
future Emperor Trajan, who took him into his household when 
Hadrian was nine years old. After Trajan’s accession, Hadrian 
held a series of civilian posts, including a consulship in AD 
108, and commanded legions during the Dacian and Parthian 
wars. Hadrian was not formally adopted until Trajan lay on 
his deathbed in August, AD 117; after succeeding to the throne, 
Hadrian abandoned many of Trajan’s over-ambitious conquests 
and engaged in a policy of peace abroad and reform at home. He 
spent most of his 21-year reign traveling, visiting every province 
of the Roman Empire. Under his patronage, Roman art and sculp- 
ture reached its creative peak. Hadrian came to see himself as a 
‘second Augustus,” providing the empire with a new foundation as 
a vast commonwealth of nations under Rome’s guiding hand.

Annia Galeria Faustina was born into an aristocratic Roman sen- 
atorial family of Spanish descent. In about AD 115, she married 
Titus Fulvius Antoninus, a respected Senator, and through her 
connections he was tapped as Hadrian’s successor. Antoninus 
succeeded to the throne in AD 138 and Faustina was acclaimed 
as Augusta. Antoninus honored her extensively and her vivac- 
ity, fashion sense and compassion for the poor made her very 
popular.

Only two years into 
the reign, Faustina died of an unknown illness; the grief-stricken 
emperor ordered her deification and an immense commemorative 
coinage.

When Antoninus Pius died in March, AD 161, Marcus Aurelius 
insisted that the Senate also grant his adoptive brother Lucius 
Verus the title of Augustus, for the first time giving the Empire 
two theoretically coequal rulers. Marcus also betrothed his 
daughter Lucilla to Lucius, further cementing their family ties. 
The arrangement was immediately put to the test in AD 162, when 
the Parthians attacked Rome’s eastern provinces. Lucius traveled 
eastward at the head of a large legionary task force to repulse the 
invasion and restore order. His generals served him well and the 
Parthians were quickly expelled from Armenia, winning Lucius 
the title Armeniacus. The following year, Roman forces counter- 
invaded and captured the Parthian capital of Ctesiphon, winning 
Lucius the title Parthicus Maximus. He received a hero’s welcome 
in Rome in AD 166 and basked in the glow of a triumph.

The reign of Severus Alexander presents the last relatively tran- 
quil interlude before the mid-third century storm swept away 
the Pax Romana. He was born Marcus Julius Gessius Bassianus 
Alexianus, in AD 208, into a clan of Syrian nobility from the 
caravan city of Emesa. His maternal grand-aunt, Julia Domna, 
was married to the Emperor Septimius Severus, making him part 
of an Imperial family that was largely dominated by a clique of 
strong-minded and clever women, all named Julia. His grand- 
mother, Julia Maesa, engineered the Severan dynasty’s return 
to power in AD 218, by fomenting the military coup that placed 
Alexander's cousin Varius Avitus, known to history as Elagabalus, 
on the throne. Once ensconced in Rome, however, Elagabalus’ 
behavior grew ever more erratic and outrageous. In AD 222, 
fearing for the dynasty’s future, Maesa engineered the murder of 
Elagabalus and his replacement by her other, more docile grand- 
son, Alexander. Handsome and affable, the youth was really 
never more than a figurehead ruler, first for Maesa and then, 
after her death in AD 225/6, for his mother Julia Mamaea.

Late in his reign, Justin I felt his health failing and adopted his 
nephew as co-Augustus to solidify the succession. The young man 
ascended the throne as Flavius Justinianus, thus launching the 
reign of the greatest of the early Byzantine rulers. The joint reign 
lasted barely four months and produced only a handful of coins 
depicting both rulers.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first 
numismatic representation of Jesus and immediately followed 
the ruling of the Trullan Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be 
depicted in human form. Justinian I was ostentatiously devout 
and placing the divine image on his coinage was a reflection of 
this. The image is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, and was 
likely based on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the 
Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself influenced by 
Hellenistic depictions of Zeus. Some scholars have argued that 
Justinian’s choice to produce this new type came in response to 
the Umayyad caliph ‘Abd al-Malik’s minting of Byzantine-style 
solidi bearing the Islamic statement of faith (the shahada) in AD 
692, which he used in payment of tribute to the Emperor prior to 
the decisive Umayyad victory at the Battle of Sebastopolis later 
that year.

Salzburg. Wolf Dietrich von Raitenau Klippe Taler ND (1593) 
MS61 NGC, KM28, Dav-8200. An exceptional grade for this 
Klippe “Storm” Taler, presently the single-finest entry to NGC. 
Cabinet toned and incredibly lustrous, this piece is also accompa- 
nied by an old collector’s tag. 


Salzburg. Leopold Anton Eleutherius gold 1/2 Ducat 1728 
MS64 NGC, KM331, Fr-850. Decorated with immense flash and 
ornate detail, a feat on such a diminutive emission of this often 
overlooked fractional type. The sole occupant for this date in 
NGC’s census and the second finest for the entire denomination, 
making for a covetable example. 


Schlick. Stephan, Burian, Hieronymous, Heinrich, & Lorenz

An in-demand and seldom-seen issue, almost always handled in 
comparable conditions, and regardless of assignment, tends to 
garner substantial interest.

Seldom-seen presentation piece produced 
upon the occasion of the marriage of Ferdinand II to Eleonora of 
Mantua, the first example of this weight we’ve offered to date. 
Exhibiting polychromatic toning with original bloom beneath, 
excellent visual quality for this centuries-old piece.

OBSIDET FRUSTRA / MAHUMEDUS / 1683 // DEI IUSTITIA 
PRUDENTIA FERDINANDI Armored and crowned bust of 
Ferdinand facing right, hand of God with sword outstretched from 
cloud above; in exergue VIENNAM / OBSIDET FRUSTRA / 
SOLIMANNUS / 1529. Highly engaging and historically signifi- 
cant, commemorating the cessation of the Ottoman advance into 
greater Europe, blessed with impressive relief and needle-sharp 
devices. Despite evidence of a minor repair to the obverse field, 
this does little to hinder the visual character of this important and 
sizeable gold Medal. With so few of these crossing the auction 
block in the last 20 years—and none since we last offered this 
example—we expect ample bidder enthusiasm. 


Vienna had long been a wishful acquisition of the Ottoman Empire 
for its strategic location along various European trade routes, their 
first attempted capture of the city taking place in 1529 with a failed 

two-week siege. In 1683, Ottoman forces made a second attempt, 
placing the city under siege for two months. The siege would 
culminate in the Battle of Vienna on 12th September of that year, 

a disastrous failure for the Ottoman Empire, and Vienna would 
ultimately remain in the hands of the Holy Roman Empire.

Pedro II 5 Reis 1695-P VF Details (Environmental Damage) 
NGC, Porto mint, KM3, LMB-1, Gomes-01.01 (Very Rare). 
Extremely rare two-date type authorized by the Royal Charter 
of February 10, 1704 that never actually ended up in circulation. 
From the first year of issue, this is presently the only example cer- 
tified at NGC. The strike is quite thorough apart from one small 
central area, with the raised motifs juxtaposing well against the 
darker-toned fields. A very important relic, what would have been 
some of Brazil’s first circulating copper coinage. 


Pedro II Counterstamped 500 Reis ND (1698) AUS0 NGC, 
KM438.1. Crowned 500 counterstamp (AU Standard) applied 
to a Portugal Joao IV 400 Reis (Cruzado) from the Lisbon mint 
(KM52). A true raison d’étre for the insatiable numismatist, this 
spectacularly glossy survivor consists of an older hammered coin, 
whose legends were later re-struck/milled by the king, Pedro I]. A 
visionary, Pedro modernized the minting process in Portugal by 
experimenting with cast planchets, different types of presses, and 
other minting techniques. What he did with the old Cruzados and 
1/2 Cruzados of Alfonso VI (his brother) and Joao IV (his father) 
was an attempt to transform a hammered coin into a milled one, 
respecting each type by minting the new legends with the respec- 
tive name of the king who first struck them. This is among the 
finest examples that we have handled in this fascinating series. 


Joao V gold 3200 Reis 1727-R Fine 12 NGC, Rio de Janeiro mint, 
KM131, LMB-186, Fr-42. A supreme rarity in the Brazilian gold 
series and a conservatively graded one. Despite the gentle erosion 
from time in circulation, this very fine piece’s legacy of the bold 
strike is evident as much of detail survives in the ornamentation 
of the shield and even in the contours of Jo4o’s portrait.

Gerais mint, KM139, LMB-288. The largest gold type of the 
Brazilian duodecimal system and the second largest gold coin 
struck in the country, just behind the 20,000 Réis from the Dobrao 
series. Struck in Vila Rica (today Ouro Preto), this imposing issue 
depicts a highly detailed bust of Joao V, alongside an iconic 
Portuguese shield. Adorned with a top layer of delicate mint frost, 
the gorgeous canary yellow surfaces are confidently Choice and 
perhaps a bit Matte in appearance. This popular Brazilian issue 
should garner significant attention in such a dignified tier of Mint 
State. 


Joao V gold 12800 Reis (Dobra) 1733-M MS61 NGC, Minas 
Gerais mint, KM139, LMB-289a. Fleur-de-Lis over Diagonal 
edge. The nicest example of this date our firm has brought to 
auction since 2019, boasting terrifically toned surfaces that have 
acquired a commanding golden amber patina. The complete 
luster and lack of any singularly notable abrasions suggests possi- 
bly a conservative grade evaluation. Guimaraes notes that all 1733 
pieces analyzed for his book were fleur-de-lis over diagonal edge, 
which led him to affirm the issue must have already been struck 
by the time the November 29th 1732 law was enforced. 


Joao V gold 12800 Reis (Dobra) 1733/2-M AU58 NGC, Minas 
Gerais mint, KM139, Fr-55. More vibrant than usual with a clear 
overstruck date. Nearly every element on the crisp, well-centered 
flan survives with full-mint luster. This overstruck type is far 
more scarce than the straight-1733 strike. 


Jose I 600 Reis 1756-B MS61 NGC, Bahia mint, KM179, LMB- 
225. A coin not to be missed by the most dedicated specialist as 
this is one of the finest “J” series types that we have yet handled. 
Almost a full ten points higher than its nearest competitor on the 
NGC census, the slatey flan hosts gently mottled toning with 
devices unaffected by circulation wear. The “B” mintmark stands 
out prominently on the center reverse. 


Jose I 600 Reis 1774-R XF Details (Tooled) NGC, Rio de 
Janeiro mint, KM194, LMB-295A, Bentes-200.04. Retrograde 
N’s on the reverse variety. A behemoth of Jose I’s coinage, boast- 
ing even gunmetal surfaces and subdued but notable tooling 
throughout. An opportunity not to be missed by the most sea- 
soned collectors of Brazilian coinage.

NGC, Minas Gerais mint, KM255.3, LMB-430. Laden with 
ample lilac and peach hues, this scarce type and mint demon- 
strates only trivial amounts of wear or rub to the high points and in 
a sought-after condition for this type, cleaning notwithstanding.

The only other example that we have handled since last 
offering this exact specimen in 2021 was in August 2023, when we 
offered a VF35 example. This particular piece showcases a very 
sound strike, which has obliterated much of its undertype on the 
obverse, with a russet envelope tone encroaching from the rims.

A beautiful 
example of this attractive gold type, not particularly rare but 
rarely encountered in such a dignified tier of Mint State beauty.

(R4). By all measures, a rare Pattern, and one entirely missing 
from all major auction catalogs we have consulted, save for the 
so-called Vila Rica specimen plated by Bentes. Minted in the 
third year of Pedro II’s long reign, just before the reform of 1834, 
the exact circumstances surrounding the production of this pro- 
posed issue are largely uncertain. Though large copper 40 Reis 
had been struck at Rio de Janeiro in 1832 in reasonably large 
numbers, the only pieces of this denomination produced for 
standard circulation in 1833 were the comparatively small emis- 
sions from Cuiaba, after which no new 40 Reis were struck until 
1873. Issued on a carefully prepared, plain-edge planchet with 
devices that reveal a level of execution almost universally absent 
from this series. Fiery cupric red accents silhouette the design 
elements, while a subtle cobalt hue is discernible within the 
fields when viewed in hand. The margins on both sides exhibit 
fine rust, while a minor planchet flaw is observed at the 1 in the 
date, perhaps providing some indication to the circumstances 
under which such Patterns were minted.

Remnant luster circles the rich 
gamboge surfaces, which display evidence of handling consistent 
with the near-Gem designation. Not easily sourced and especially 
so at this level of preservation, with a single MS64+ at PCGS 
ranking finer across the certified population.

Newfoundland. Victoria gold 2 Dollars 1882-H MS63 PCGS, 
Heaton mint, KMS, Fr-1. The pronounced luster on this scintil- 
lating sun-gold specimen indicates the use of new or freshly 
polished dies while the boldly struck devices tell a similar story, 
with only a few stray marks keeping this satiny jewel from higher 
certifications. 


Newfoundland. Victoria gold Specimen 2 Dollars 1882-H 
SP61 PCGS, Heaton mint, KMS. A minimally available type 
when found in Specimen finish, with those we’ve handled in 
recent years, notably the Belzberg example topping out at SP60. 
Immense flash resides in the protection regions, while the reverse 
faces up with an especially strong character, toned to a please 
amber patina. 


George V gold Sovereign 1914-C MS65 PCGS, Ottawa mint, 
KM20, S-3997. A more difficult date in the Canadian Sovereign 
series that saw only 14,871 examples struck.

Final year 
of an essential colonial type with this example bearing a lovely 
tangerine tone. Evidence of circulation is minimal, though some 
planchet imperfections are noted for completeness. 


Valparaiso. Republic Counterstamped 4 Reales ND (1833) VF 
Details (Tooled) PCGS, KM-B112. Volcano with another moun- 
tain, VALP below, countermark on the reverse of an Argentina 
Rio de la Plata 4 Reales 1813 PTS-J (KM4). An incredibly rare 
Valparaiso Treasury Office counterstamp, the first we could 
locate having been made on an 1813 dated “Sun Face” 4 Reales 
from Rio de la Plata. Despite the grade qualifier, this piece dis- 
plays great eye-appeal, and should be of major significance to 
collectors of this special series of counterstamped coinage.

Charles II gold Cob Escudo ND (1708-1714) MS65 NGC, 
Bogota mint, KM13, Restrepo-M64.16. 3.34gm. Posthumous 
issue under Philip V. A stunning Gem offering with relatively 
good centering and besting our Long Island Collection example 
by two full grade-points, currently residing as the sole finest at 
NGC. 


Ferdinand VI gold Cob 4 Escudos ND (1741-1756)-FS AU58 
NGC, Santa Fe (de Bogota) mint, KM27, Restrepo-M96.6, Fr-12. 
13.43gm. 4 ribbons fleur-de-lis variety on the reverse, indicating 
that it was struck between 1749 and 1753. Not often encountered 
in this condition, with lovely peach toning and a particularly crisp 
Cross of Jerusalem. 


Charles III “Pillar” Real 1760 NR-JV Fine Details (Cleaned) 
NGC, Nuevo Reino mint, KM34, Restrepo-36.1. The minor 
“pillar type” coins struck in Nuevo Reino are deemed one of 
the more desirable rarities from the Spanish Colonial series. 
Only two denominations were issued (2 Real and | Real, both 
dated 1760) with a total confirmed population of less than fifteen 
examples (the 2 Real being currently unique and impounded in a 
major collection). Most of the surviving specimens (struck from 
the same pair of dies, as could be expected since obviously struck 
in very limited numbers) of the very rare 1 Real 1760 NR-JV are 
worn and/or impaired.

A type that in most cases 
will produce results close to what the current gold bullion prices 
dictate, but not in this commendable Mint State condition.

Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1812 NR-JF MS62 NGC, Nuevo 
Reino mint, KM66.1, Fr-60, Cal-1843. A satiny luster peers 
through despite what appears to have been a soiled die used in the 
minting process. Admitting areas of weakness, the well-struck 
portions survive virtually problem-free, leaving the impres- 
sion that the issue was protected from the ravages of circulation. 
Graded near the top of the census and worthy of a premium bid 
for specialists of Colombia or those looking to build an 8 Escudos 
collection.

The grade has been pos- 
sibly limited by a few planchet irregularities on the obverse.

Zara. French Occupation Siege 18 Francs 40 Centimes (4 
Ounces) 1813 AUSO0 PCGS, KM3, Dav-47 var., CNI-VIc.3. Large 
punch variety (25mm). Struck for use in French-held Zara during 
British-Austrian besiegement and usually encountered in smaller 
denominations, this large-format issue is quite the survivor, espe- 
cially for an obsidional issue, having eluded significant damage or 
even heavy use in circulation typical for these specimens, exhibit- 
ing only trivial rub to the high points of the eagle’s breast feathers.

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Republic Specimen 5 Francs 1876-A SP64 PCGS, Paris mint, 
KM820.1, Gad-745a. A jaw-dropping example of this fairly ubiq- 
uitous type, seen quite frequently near-Gem in Mint State, but 
almost never with a Specimen or Proof finish. Always generating 
excitement, it’s clear the offering at hand was a product of special 
circumstances, benefitting from an exacting strike and advanced 
preservation over the last 150 years that will carry into its next 
cabinet.

Presently tied for the second-highest awarded 
grade with six others across the two major grading services, and 
outranked by just one piece on NGC’s census.

A fleeting Bavarian gold Ducat 
with one area of softness from the strike but with glossy sur- 
faces that exhibit an incredible lustrous sheen. The luminous 
honey-amber surfaces are the perfect backdrop for this seldom- 
encountered design that was executed with precision in the focal 
areas. 
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Bavaria. Maximilian III Josef gold Maximilian d’Or 1767 
MS61 NGC, Munich mint, KM495, Fr-242. Lesser-seen 
“Madonna and Child” type, witnessed by this firm only once in 
the past and in a much lesser state of preservation. Impressive 
surviving luster flashes in the fields, bordering devices which 
evince more detail than characteristic for the issue.

Keeping 
in mind this piece’s rarity, the current selection is probably as 
nice as you will hope to find, blessed with unbroken satin mint 
freshness and complete detail that enables full appreciation. The 
sole-finest specimen certified between either major grading 
service. 


Ludwig I “Royal Family” Taler 1828 MS64 PCGS, 
Munich mint, KM734, Dav-563. A glorious one-year Bavarian 
design type, heavily collectable due to the reverse featuring so 
many different royal portraits presented in such a pleasing way.

Taler 1671-LW AU53 PCGS, KM131.2, Dav-LS204. Mintmaster 
Lippold Weber. 42.87gm. Minted to commemorate the rich silver 
lodes and production at the Harz mines, a primary source of silver 
for circulating coinage. The intricate devices are detailed and 
show balanced signs of friction, suitable for the coin’s condition. 
A rich cabinet patina envelops the surfaces, contributing to the 
overall charm. Accompanied by an original collector’s envelope. 


BRUNSWICK-LUNEBURG- 
CALENBERG-HANNOVER 


Brunswick-Liineburg-Calenberg-Hannover. George II gold 
Goldgulden (2 Taler) 1751-IAS MS65 NGC, KM3]15, Fr-611. 
A celebrated gold trade coinage issue featuring the likeness of 
the King of England, George II, who was also the Elector of 
Hannover. A generally well-preserved type, but pristine example 
such as this are still very difficult to come by. Awash in beseech- 
ing satin brilliance and barely yielding any signs of surface 
chatter, its no surprise this example sits atop the census records.

Brunswick-Luneburg-Celle. Christian Ludwig 2 Taler 
1662-LW AU58 NGC, Clausthal mint, KM252.3, Dav-LS178. 
57.57gm. Laudable medallic double Taler, exhibiting an impres- 
sive amount of luster that shimmers beneath the comprehensive 
pewter patina. This is one of just three examples graded at NGC 
with only one better there, besting the current piece by a mere “+” 
designation. We note a desirable pedigree for the piece at hand, con- 
firmed by Wilhelm Hiiffer’s envelope that accompanies the lot.

Smoky gray toning 
with apricot and blue accents.

MS64 NGC, Zellerfeld mint, KM739, Dav-2126. The single- 
finest example graded by NGC not just for the year but for this 
“Wildman” type. Just shy of a Gem designation, this piece is abso- 
lutely stunning in hand, exhibiting obvious luster and a brooding 
rainbow patination that emerges during in-hand inspection. 


Brunswick-Wolfenbiittel. Karl Wilhelm Ferdinand gold 10 
Taler 1800-MC MS63 PCGS, Brunswick mint, KM1041, Fr-725. 
An exemplary rendition of this unusually large denominated gold 
emission issued in this province at the tail end of the 18th and 
dawn of the 19th centuries. This luster on this piece is incredibly 
impressive, nearly rising to “cartwheel” levels of resplendence. 
Moderate chatter limits the grade from even further lofty heights 
but the intense luminosity is what will leave the last impression 
on viewers. 


Brunswick-Wolfenbiittel. Karl Wilhelm Ferdinand gold 10 
Taler 1805-MC MS63+ NGC, Brunswick mint, KM1041, Fr-725. 
A fantastic rendition of this large-denomination gold piece with 
vibrant golden-honey patination and surfaces preserved possibly 
beyond the current assigned grade, though the “plus” designation 
helps account for this. A large obverse die-crack is noted here, 
stemming from the O in Carolus down through IL in Gviliemvs.

Eichstatt. Johann Eucharius Taler 1694-GFN MS63 NGC, 
Nurnberg mint, KM45, Dav-5235. The decidedly scarcer George 
Friedrich Nurnberger-engraved Eichstatt Taler from 1694 offered 
here with profound dignity. The surfaces are darkly toned, in 
a somewhat mottled fashion, but the essence of its Mint State 
quality can be observed by the luminescent glossiness yielded by 
the expanses of the coin. When this type is located, it is seldom at 
the Mint State level, which surely will garner curiosity from Taler 
specialists. 


Eichstatt. Sede Vacante Taler 1781-KR MS61 NGC, Nurnberg 
mint, KM90, Dav-2210. A visually captivating one-year Sede 
Vacante Taler issue; the detail of the buildings on the obverse and 
the plethora of coats of arms on the reverse is a wonderful display 
of artistic craftsmanship. Always popular due to the quality of the 
imagery, but especially so when the designs can be fully appreci- 
ated on a Mint State specimen. 


ERFURT 


Erfurt. Gustav II of Sweden gold Ducat 1634 AU55 PCGS, 
KM63, Fr-919. A popular Swedish Occupation gold type, issued 
posthumously in the name of Gustavus Adolphus II. Sporting 
a mustard gold patina and an unusually well-defined obverse 
portrait, this is a quality Almost Uncirculated selection of some 
significance.

Frankfurt. Free City 1/2 Taler 1717-IIF MS64 PCGS, KM182, 
Schén-24. 200th Anniversary of the Reformation. An incred- 
ible example of this medallic Half Taler with a compelling 
pictorial obverse paying homage to the Reformation. Cloaked in 
ultra-appealing antique pewter patina that yields plenty of luster 
to enhance the luminance and increase the visual appeal. It likely 
would be very hard to source a finer example of this type. 


Frankfurt. Free City gold Ducat 1796 MS63 Prooflike NGC, 
KM289, Fr-1025. Small Clouds variety. A pleasing little “City 
View” emission, rare in this format and especially this preserva- 
tion. One of only a handful of examples to receive a coveted Proof 
Like designation, the fields offer intense flash and the city view 
endures with admirable articulation. None grade finer at NGC. 


Frankfurt. Free City Proof 2 Gulden 1848 PR63 PCGS, 
KM338, Dav-643, Kahnt-175. Commemorating the Constitutional 
Convention, and the election of Archduke Johann of Austria to 
Vicar. The dies for this issue were altered, as the original date for 
the convention was scheduled to be May 1; when it was delayed, 
the dies were changed to reflect the actual date of May 18. 


Ex. Ernst Otto Horn Collection 


Ernst Otto Horn (born December 4, 1880, in Meissen; died May 
7, 1945, in Meissen) was a notable German numismatist, mer- 
chant, cooper, wine wholesaler, Royal Saxon Court purveyor, 
and art collector. Known for his extensive and universal collec- 
tion, Horn’s collection of coins, medals, and seals totaled around 
65,000 objects. The Horn collection has been dispersed, with 
many items now in the Dresden Coin Cabinet and other pieces 
auctioned off: Some exhibits remain in the Meissen City Museum 
as part of a permanent exhibition. 


HAMBURG 


Hamburg. Free City Taler 1735-[HL MS64 NGC, Hamburg 
mint, KM386, Dav-2283. Mintage: 8,000. Tied for NGC’s “Top 
Pop”, this is one of the most stunning Hamburg Talers that we 
have encountered. The expansive devices are bordered by glit- 
tering champagne silhouettes, which bleed into the larger patina 
with lustrous confidence. 


Hamburg. Free City gold Ducat 1809 MS62 PCGS, KM532, 
Fr-1140. A beautiful little gold coin sporting the classic Hamburg 
castle design on the obverse. Generally seen with either light 
wear or light handling, this piece has avoided evidence of either, 
instead boasting a nice, tangerine patina and near-Choice bril- 
liance brightening the overall aesthetic. 


Hamburg. Free City Proof 5 Mark 1913-J PR65 Deep Cameo 
PCGS, Hamburg mint, KM610, J-65. In its final year of issue, 
this popular and surprisingly elusive type in Proof stands out 
brilliantly. The boldly frosted devices seem to leap from the 
Deep Cameo fields on this impressive, notably untoned specimen. 
Virtually no weakness is detected in the raised features, creating 
near-medallic details that project boldly towards the viewer.

5 Mark featuring quite an unusual design scheme that features 
a frosted Proof obverse (including the fields) and a Cameo Proof 
reverse. These contrasting styles of Proof resplendence, espe- 
cially at this notable state of preservation, are wonderful to behold 
in-hand and quite rare in general. Tied with a single other as the 
finest example known to NGC. 


LUBECK 


Liibeck. Free City Taler 1776-HDF MS63 NGC, KM185, Dav- 
2422. With name and titles of Joseph I, Holy Roman Emperor. A 
very interesting Taler design with an exquisite low-relief render- 
ing of John the Baptist. Cabinet toned throughout with significant 
luster still clinging to the flan. Just two graded higher at NGC. 


Liibeck. Free City 5 Mark 1904-A MS66 PCGS, Berlin mint, 
KM213, J-83. A gorgeously toned Litbeck 5 Mark with an imme- 
diately recognizable double-headed eagle populating the reverse. 
The surfaces are flooded with smooth luster and mottled pastel 
tones, fully deserving of its premium Gem status. Only a single 
coin resides in a higher position on the PCGS census. 


Liibeck. Free City 5 Mark 1908-A MS66 PCGS, Berlin mint, 
KM213, J-83. The second Liibeck 5 Mark type sitting above the 
coveted Gem Mint State threshold for offer in this sale. Effortless, 
swirling satin luster occupies every square inch of the flan and 
subtle multi-color accents enliven the honest russet and cham- 
pagne patina. According the census records, this date is slightly 
scarcer in premium condition than the 1904 issue, with only a 
single other MS66 and none finer accompanying this example.

Mainz. Anselm Casimir Wambold von Umstadt gold 2 Ducat

Prooflike PCGS, KM411, Fr-1685. Completely entrancing and 
among the finest Ducats in this auction, boasting ornately and 
finely rendered devices against wonderfully preserved fields as to 
warrant PCGS’s Prooflike assertion.

This Berlin produced type is notable for its depar- 
ture new reverse design, with rings of beads encasing both sides 
of the legend, and a more stylized eagle depiction. Boasting a 
blizzard-esque black and white Cameo obverse and colorfully 
toned reverse, this premium Gem example is visual dynamo. 
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MUNSTER 


34545 Miinster. Free City Taler 1661 MS62 NGC, KM75, Dav-5603. 
This highly sought-after type is usually found in poorer condi- 
tions, making this specimen a rare gem, with just a few remaining 
in Mint State. The current piece is one of only five recorded 
by NGC as uncirculated. It features a striking slate appearance, 
accentuated by sharply defined details, commemorating the 
Bishop’s capture of the city of Minster. 


34546 Miinster. Free City silver “Treaty of Munster & Peace of 
Westphalia” Medal 1648 MS63 PCGS, Pax-96. 59mm. By 
E. Ketteler. Seldom encountered in this tier of preservation, a 
commemorative type struck at the end of one of the continent’s 
greatest conflicts, the Thirty Years’ War. Crackling luster under- 
girds golden silhouetting, really elevating the aesthetics of this 
Choice piece. Rarely sourced in this level of preservation.

Struck to com- 
memorate the end of one of the continent’s greatest conflicts, the 
Thirty Years’ War. A detailed piece with an enchanting tone.

34548 Niirnberg. Free City gold 1/32 Ducat ND (1700-Dated) MS67 
NGC, KM245, Fr-1897. A tiny gold rendition of this desirable 
“Paschal lamb” emission, presented here in a decidedly impressive 
condition tier. The sole “Top Pop” of this denomination extant at 
NGC. 


34549 Niirnberg. Free City gold “Promise of Peace” Ducat 1636 
MS63 PCGS, KM136, Fr-1828, Kellner-60. 3.52gm. Star. An 
ideal presentation for this so-called Friedenswiinschdukat, pro- 
duced for the promise of peace after decades of bloodshed during 
the Thirty Years’ War. The flan is slightly creased but the overall 
frosty freshness still residing on this flan is easily worthy of 
PCGS’ Choice Mint State designation. 


34550 Niirnberg. Free City gold Ducat ND (1640) MS64 PCGS, 
KM155, Fr-1826, Kellner-63. 3.46gm. An always exciting gold 
Ducat issue from Nurnberg, this piece boasts a stellar golden 
sheen and a thoroughly impressed strike. Towards the very top of 
the census of known certified examples including both PCGS and 
NGC data. 


34551 Nirnberg. Free City gold “Martin Luther” Ducat ND 
(1717) MS63 Prooflike NGC, By P. G. Nirnberger, Fr-1902, 
Erlanger-677, Whiting-218. German States issues celebrating iter- 
ations of the Reformation Anniversary are an exciting subset of 
German numismatics that contain an enticing variety of creative 
designs. This particular gold Ducat with reverse text specifically 
mentioning Martin Luther is offered with surprising irregularity, 
our firm in particular has never offered an example of this type 
before. An ideal top-tier representative, displaying unbridled 
resplendence and delightful Prooflike fields, that would be an 
incredible addition to a Reformation related type set. 


PADERBORN 


34552 Paderborn. Sede Vacante silver “Schautaler” Medal 1761 
MS63 PCGS, Augsburg mint, KM335, Zepernick-243, Schwede- 
278. An impeccable example of this lavishly designed medallic 
Taler issue from the city of Paderborn during a Sede Vacante period. 
Dove gray patina is elevated by darker royal blue iridescence 
surrounding the devices, fully illuminated back with powerful 
back-lit luminescence. Accompanied by an old collector’s ticket.

PFALZ-ELECTORAL PFALZ 


34553 Pfalz-Electoral Pfalz. Karl Theodor Taler 1793-AS MS65 
PCGS, Mannheim mint, KM470, Dav-1959. An incredibly 
impressive example of this lesser-encountered “Conventiontaler” 
issue from the Pfalz region. The design is simple and clean, fully 
celebrated by the luxurious satiny brilliance and pastel irides- 
cence. The frost still populating the high points on each central 
design and clean fields elevate the appeal even further, no doubt 
deserving of its Gem Mint status. 


34554 Pfalz-Electoral Pfalz. Karl Theodor gold “Lottery” Ducat ND 
(1767) MS61 NGC, Mannheim mint, KM424, Fr-2039. A special 
type, struck on the occasion of the founding of the Mannheim 
lottery in 1767. This intriguing emission doesn’t appear to public 
auction with frequency, so a flashy Mint State example such as 
this should garner significant bidder attention. 


34555 Pfalz-Electoral Pfalz. Karl Theodor gold Ducat 1792 MS64 
NGC, Mannheim mint, KM489, Fr-2042. 50th Year of Reign. A 
markedly impressive gold commemorative specimen celebrat- 
ing the city of Mannheim’s homage of 50 years of reign for Karl 
Theodor. Tantalizingly flashy while being cloaked in a delight- 
ful honeycomb patina. Surpassed by a single Gem example that 
Heritage offered back in 2021, but this specimen is intensely 
beautiful and impressive all-the-same. 


PRUSSIA 


34556 Prussia. Friedrich Wilhelm III Taler 1814-A MS66+ NGC, 
Berlin mint, KM387, Dav-756. An often under-whelming 
Prussian Taler type from a visual standpoint but this premium 
Gem (“plus”) is exemplary both in technical prowess and eye- 
appeal. The often softly struck bust is delightfully comprehensive 
here but the main feature of this coin is its heavenly luster that 
effortlessly careens around the flan of each face. 


34557 Prussia. Friedrich III Proof 5 Mark 1888-A PR64 PCGS, 
Berlin mint, KM512, J-99. Just three examples grade higher on 
PCGS, exhibiting fierce flash and a soft lemon tone. A great 
opportunity to acquire this Proof variety in such great condition. 


SAXE-COBURG-SAALFELD 


34558 Saxe-Coburg-Saalfeld. Ernst I Taler 1817 MS63 NGC, 
Saalfeld mint, KM153.1, Dav-832, J-232. An elusive one-year 
offering from a lesser-encountered German province. An impres- 
sive broad type sporting a unique bust design and significant mint 
flash beneath a steel-blue patina.

The obverse exhibits 
mottled but lively multi-color toning and smooth satin surfaces 
well-deserving of the Gem “plus” distinction from NGC. 


SAXE-OLD GOTHA 


Saxe-Old-Gotha. Johann Casimir & Johann Ernst I Taler 
1595 MS63 NGC, Saalfeld mint, Dav-9758. A momentous oppor- 
tunity to acquire this early Taler type in such amazing shape, with 
the next highest grade at NGC coming in at AU55. Ample luster 
clings to the flan, sparkling with lemon, rose, and soft emerald 
tones in the fields, a strong contrast to the espresso patina that 
paints the planchet. 


SAXONY 


Saxony. Christian I Taler 1586-HB MS63 NGC, Dresden mint, 
KM-MB251, Dav-9806. One of only two Mint State examples of 
this date certified by NGC, crackling with luster and a mottled 
autumnal patina. Rare clarity can be discerned from the facets, 
giving respect to the design as it was intended so long ago. 


Saxony. Christian I Taler 1588-HB MS63 PCGS, Dresden mint, 
KM-MB251, Dav-9806. A gorgeous example of a Mint State 16th 
century Taler from the silver-rich Saxony region, dressed in 
colorful accents ranging from seafoam to fuchsia. Fully express- 
ing the romanticism of the time period, this Choice specimen is 
glowing with gloss-laden mint luster. 


Saxony. Johann Georg I 2 Taler 1630 AU55 PCGS, KM415, 
Dav-7604.

Friedrich August I Taler 1695-IK MS62 NGC, 
Dresden mint, KM669, Dav-7652. A particularly inspired design 
of Friedrich August posing with an impressive blade occupies 
the obverse of this scarcer Saxony Thaler type. The surfaces are 
equally impressive as well, displaying that ideal level of cabinet 
patina that still allows the underlying mint brilliance to shine 
through on Mint State examples such as this. 
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Saxony. Friedrich August I gold “Vicariat” Ducat 1711 MS64 
NGC, Dresden mint, KM805, Fr-2822, Kahnt-281. 3.46gm. A 
splendid example of this incredibly attractive horse and rider 
pictorial “Vicariat”-type Ducat. It is nice to see that this special 
issue piece has been cared for like the historical treasure that it is, 
exhibiting golden-honey patina and semi-Prooflike fields that are 
awash with floods of luster that spotlight the beautiful design. 


Saxony. Friedrich August II gold “Vicariat” Ducat 1745 
AU58 NGC, Dresden mint, KM915, Fr-2867. The classic Vicariat 
mounted-horse obverse design pairs wonderfully with the 
crowned flying eagle on the reverse. The two well-executed pic- 
torials combine for an imposing numismatic offering, especially 
in this choicest of AU grades. 


TEUTONIC ORDER 


Teutonic Order. Maximilian 2 Taler 1614 AU53 NGC, Hall 
mint, KM30, Dav-5854. 57.50gm. The cabinet patina accumulates 
in the open areas, retaining more of the original surface color in 
the crevices. Wear on the high points matches the grade, but the 
strike is still comprehensive. 


WESTPHALIA 


Westphalia. Hieronymous Napoleon 2 Franken 1808-J MS63 
Prooflike PCGS, Hamburg mint, KM100. Rare one-year type, 
almost unimaginable in this state of preservation. This is one of 
just six examples graded at PCGS, and the only representative 
to receive a Prooflike designation. Wrapped in an even cabinet 
patina with the motifs sticking out with argent originality. 


WURTTEMBERG 


Wiirttemberg. Karl I Proof “Ulm Cathedral” 2 Taler (3-1/2 
Gulden) 1869 PR61 Cameo NGC, Stuttgart mint, KM618, Dav- 
961, J-87. A two-year type featuring the bust of Karl I, struck to 
commemorate the restoration of the Ulm Cathedral. Flashy and 
displaying nice technicolor silhouetting. 


WURZBURG 


Wurzburg. Adam Friedrich gold Ducat 1776 MS64 NGC, 
KM409, Fr-3725. A visually captivating example of this Adam 
Friedrich obverse paired with a Madonna reverse, struck 
between 1773 and 1779, with the central elements encap- 
sulated in an offset square that presents to the viewer quite 
spectacularly. Flashy and brilliant, though lightly abraded, this 
offering is a pristine testament to a scarce issue.

The single-finest 
example at NGC of this recognizable commemorative, nacreous 
in the central city view and immediately reflective at the periph- 
eries, all benefitting from a touch of ecru tone. 


Weimar Republic silver Specimen Pattern 5 Mark 1925-D 
SP65 PCGS, Munich mint, Schaaf-331/G2 VS2 RS2. By Karl 
Goetz. Sporting glossy, lagoon-esque expanses and icy-silver 
devices, this proposed design can be immediately recognized as 
Goetz production. Very impressive in this large 5 Mark format 
and with such a well-preserved level of mint brilliance. 


Weimar Republic Proof “Zeppelin” 5 Mark 1930-F 
PR66+ Ultra Cameo NGC, Stuttgart mint, KM68, J-343. 
Commemorating the first round-the-world flight of the Graf 
Zeppelin. An exquisite example of this ever-desirable “Graf 
Zeppelin” type, featuring a design lay-out tailor-made for the 
Proof format; with the glass-like Cameo expanses displaying with 
aesthetic precision in a ring encompassing the globe and air-ship. 
An incredible visual display at this extremely lofty technical des- 
ignation by NGC. 
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Weimar Republic “Goethe” 5 Mark 1932-A MS63 NGC, 
Berlin mint, KM77, J-351. A rare type, even more seldom encoun- 
tered at this Choice preservation, with only 2 examples ranked 
higher at NGC. Lustrous and lightly toned in champagne. 


Weimar Republic gold “Hindenburg - 85th Birthday” Medal 
1932-Dated MS63 NGC, Kienast-478. 36mm. By Karl Goetz. 
The first time we’ve offered this type in gold and seemingly the 
first time it has been offered publicly in recent memory. Boldly 
struck and minimally handled with a hint of orpiment tone 
enhancing the design.

Edward III (1327-1377) gold 1/4 Noble ND (1356-1361) MS64 
NGC, Tower mint, Cross mm, Fourth Coinage, Pre-Treaty Period, 
S-1498, N-1191. 1.92gm. Of supreme technical prowess across the 
denomination, with so few ever approaching a Gem assignment. 
While characteristically struck off-center, the devices and legends 
are largely discernible. 


Edward III (1327-1377) gold 1/2 Noble ND (1361) MS64 NGC, 
Tower mint, S-1500, N-1223. Cross Potent mm, Transitional treaty 
period. 3.83gm. The so-called ‘Cursing type’, EDWARD DEI 
G REX ANGL King standing in ship, holding sword and shield 
/! DOMINE IN FVRORE TVO ARGVTS ME Floriate cross in 
double tressure, crowned leopards at angles, annulets at corners 
of central panels, Lombardic E at center. A distinguished frac- 
tional gold type and one of so very few we’ve seen in recent years, 
certainly not this fine as only a single specimen ranks higher in 
NGC’s census. 


Edward III (1327-1377) gold 1/2 Noble ND (1361-1369) MS61 
NGC, Tower mint, Cross potent mm, S-1507, N-1239. 3.53gm. 
An especially fine example of this fractional gold type, boasting 
deeply impressed motifs and seemingly finer surfaces than the 
assigned grade would indicate. 


Richard II gold Noble ND (1377-1399) MS61 PCGS, Tower 
mint, Cross pattée mm, Type IIIc, S-1657, N-1303 (R). 7.70gm. 
A highly presentable representative, confidently certified Mint 
State and struck with superb centering on a nearly full flan and 
only slightly muted in the luster. The fifth such example of this 
particular Spink reference we’ve seen and surely among the 
nicest. 


Edward IV (1st Reign, 1461-1470) gold 1/2 Ryal (1465-1470)-E 
MS64 NGC, York mint, S-1963, N-1558. 3.76gm. A masterclass 
example of this storied Medieval gold fractional possessing the 
brilliance of a coin that could have been struck yesterday. The 
strike on each side is touch off-center but the glittering canary 
yellow surfaces and the impressively uniform design detail more 
than compensate. Of significant interest to collectors of British 
Medieval gold at this divine state of preservation. 


Edward IV (ist Reign, 1461-1470) gold Ryal (Rose Noble) ND 
(1464-1470) XF45 NGC, Tower mint, Crown mm, Light Coinage, 
S-1950, N-1549. 7.72gm. €D | WARD’ « DI * GRA’ * REX * AnGL’ 
¢ Z (retrograde) FRAnC | * DnS I « B’ (trefoil stops), crowned, 
armored figure of Edward standing facing in ship with large rose 
on hull, sword in right hand, shield in left / (crown) IhC’ x AVT’ 
(crescent) TRAnSI€nS’ x PER m€DI Vm: ILLORVm: IBAT 
(trefoil and double trefoil stops), Rose in radiant sun over floriate 
cross, crowns and lions in angles, all within polylobe with large 
trefoils in spandrels. An affordable and straight-graded example 
of this popular early type, quite well struck and still very legible. 


Henry VII (1485-1509) gold Angel ND (1505-1509) AU55 NGC, 
Tower mint, Pheon mm, S-2187, N-1698. 4.97gm. An always 
appreciable type whose popularity has risen significantly in 
recent years, here at the cusp of a Mint State assignment. Well- 
centered with legends only slightly off the flan, yet still fully 
discernible. A top-tier target for the type collector. 
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Henry VIII (1509-1547) Groat ND (1526-1544) MS63 NGC, 
Tower mint, Rose mm, S-2337E. Second coinage. 2.63gm. A phe- 
nomenal representative of the type and wholly deserving of it’s 
Choice Mint State evaluation from NGC. Every aspect of Henry’s 
bust is fully-rendered with only minimal loss to the legends as 
expected for the type. Argent radiance abounds this truly exqui- 
site tied-for-finest survivor. Accompanied by a tray tag.

N-1760. 5.14gm. A classic British Medieval gold type, practically 
a requirement in nice condition for any serious collector of the 
period. This example would make a wonderful representative 
displaying wholesome surfaces with the occasional encrustation 
lending to its originality and slightly frosted surfaces of a slightly 
amber tint. Much more frequently offered with some type of 
problem requiring a grade modifier, we expect this selection to be 
hotly contested. 


Elizabeth I (1558-1603) gold 1/2 Crown ND (1566) UNC 
Details (Cleaned) NGC, Tower mint, Portcullis mm, Third issue, 
S-2524, N-1996. 1.41gm. A highly elusive fractional gold issue 
from this iconic monarch, witnessed here both conditionally and 
aesthetically superior to the small handful that have come up for 
auction in recent decades. Accompanied by a tray tag. 


Elizabeth I (1558-1603) gold 1/4 Angel ND (1578-1579) MS62 
NGC, Tower mint, Greek Cross mm, Sth Issue, S-2528. 1.28gm. 
A seldom-seen denomination from Elizabeth’s reign, this being 
the second-finest of just 11 straight-graded examples reviewed by 
NGC, this being just the third our firm has handled. Displaying 
wonderful centering and ample remnant detail to warrant a near- 
Choice certification, we expect the quality-minded collector to 
take interest. Accompanied by a tray tag. 


Elizabeth I (1558-1603) gold 1/2 Pound (1560-1561) AU Details 
(Removed From Jewelry) NGC, Tower mint, Cross crosslet 
mm, First Issue, S-2520, N-1982. 5.55gm. ELIZABETH : D’ * G’ « 
ANG’ « FR’ ET « HI’ * REGINA, crowned and ruffled half-length 
bust of Elizabeth left / SCVTVM : FIDEI : PROTEGET : EAM, 
crowned Tudor shield flanked by E-R. Soundly struck, exhibit- 
ing bronze and navy tone at the peripheries. Admittedly seeing 
mounted use, only to further the historical intrigue at hand. 


Elizabeth I (1558-1603) gold Pound ND (1600) AU Details 
(Edge Filing) NGC, Tower mint, O mm, Sixth issue, S-2534, 
N-2008. 11.28gm. An always in-demand type regardless of con- 
ditional assignment, with so many of these succumbing to similar 
treatments regarding surfaces. Despite this, ample remnant detail 
decorates the offering, with characteristic striking weakness to 
Elizabeth’s portrait and crowned arms, yet still showcasing crisp 
legends. 


Elizabeth I silver “Assistance Given to the United Provinces 
of Holland” Medal 1586 MS62 PCGS, Dordrecht mint, Eimer- 
52. 30mm. Beautiful cabinet toning with glints of scarlet, the best 
example graded at PCGS of this centuries-old Jeton. 
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Elizabeth I silver “Defeat of the Second Spanish Armada” 
Medal 1596 AU5S8 PCGS, Eimer-67, MI-I-163/148, Van Loon 
I, 1476. 51.5mm. By G. van Bijlaer. An intricately designed naval 
medal, showcasing detailed motifs across both sides. The medal 
features a pleasing overall tone, with underlying luster. 


The 2nd Spanish Armada, also known as the Spanish Armada 
of 1596, was a naval operation during the Anglo-Spanish War. 
King Philip II of Spain aimed to invade England or Ireland in 
retaliation for the English sack of Cadiz. Despite detailed plans 
and gathering a substantial fleet, the Armada faced numerous 
challenges, including a lack of food, money, and mutinies. Philip 
II eventually canceled the Irish enterprise due to worsening 
weather and disease among the crews. The fleet attempted to 
seize the French port of Brest instead but was ultimately defeated 
by storms. The disaster’s magnitude became apparent, and the 
planned invasion was permanently abandoned. The following 
year, another attempt was made, but it also ended in failure, 
solidifying Spain's inability to invade England successfully. 


James I (1603-1625) 6 Pence 1621 MS62 NGC, Tower mint, 
Rose mm, KM77, S-2670. 2.98gm. A surprisingly scarce date, 
with only two found in NGC’s census, this and a lowly XF45. 
Attractive cabinet tone abounds this near-Choice outlier, warrant- 
ing further consideration from the specialist. 


James I Shilling ND (1623-1624) MS64 NGC, Tower mint, 
Lis mintmark, KMS59, S-2668. 5.85gm. An extremely dignified 
example of this “Sixth bust” James I emission, notable for the 
long and curly hair of the monarch, displaying with vivid detail 
in the central design areas. The slate-gray patina accompanied by 
mauve accents is pitch-perfect, possessing both old-word charm 
and yet also remnants of original glossy brilliance. As impressive 
an example of the type our firm has yet to bring to auction. 
Reserve: $5,000 


James I (1603-1625) gold 1/2 Laurel ND (1623-1624) MS61 
PCGS, Tower mint, Lis mm, Third coinage, KM70, S-2641A. 
4.57gm. A fantastic rendition of this increasingly popular ham- 
mered type, one of just three Mint State examples graded across 
PCGS and NGC. Notable bloom still clings to the popcorn-gold 
flan, enjoying the impressible degree of raised detail. 


James I (1603-1625) gold Unite ND (1604-1605) AU58 PCGS, 
Tower mint, Lis mm, First Coinage, KM45, S-2618. 10.03gm. 
Nice detail remaining throughout James’ armor and the reverse 
shield, tempered by some weakness throughout his effigy and 
reverse crown, characteristic of the type. Overall a very solid 
example of the type in hand, still retaining a layer of bloom and 
attractive harvest patination. 


Charles I Crown ND (1632-1633) AUS3 NGC, Tower mint, 
Harp over Plume mm, KM129, S-2755 29.98gm. An ever-popular, 
expansive type that generates substantial interest regardless of 
conditional preservation, but when approaching Mint State status, 
only the most discerning collectors will hope to take this piece 
home. Slightly out of round, which interestingly adds to the eye 
appeal, broadcasting raised motifs tempered by only slight wear. 
Only a single examples ranks finer at NGC’s census and rare as 
such. 


Charles I Crown ND (1642-1643) AU53 NGC, Truro mint, Rose 
mm, S-3045, N-2531. 29.49gm. A favorite of British numismatists, 
not only as a product from the English Civil War period, but as 
one of the larger issues of the day from a scarcer mint. The sole 
finest in NGC’s census, showcasing the iconic Charles I on horse- 
back, though rendered in a way that instantly identifies this piece 
from Truro. Uniformly patinated with ample detail throughout, 
the piece will certainly call to the specialist of this tumultuous 
historical era. 
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Charles I gold Unite (20 Shillings) ND (1639-1640) UNC 
Details (Cleaned) NGC, Tower mint, S-2692, N-2153. 9.12gm. 
Tun mm. An exemplary representative struck centrally and with 
nearly full legibility. Evidence of handling is limited in the 
expanses, enhancing the crisp quality of the delicate devices. 
Quite desirable despite the minor qualifier, as only a single MS62 
example ranks higher at PCGS. 


Charles I gold Unite (20 Shillings) ND (1646-1648) AUS8 NGC, 
Tower mint (under Parliament), S-2696, N-2156. Eye mm, Group 
G (under Parliament), Seventh bust, Smaller collar type. 9.10gm. 
An impressive sunny-golden selection with well-centered strike 
but garbled legends. In remarkable condition considering the 
tumultuous period in history, and the finest currently certified at 
NGC. Faint scrapes visible under close scrutiny behind the King’s 
bust and to right of shield are noted for completeness but blend in 
well.

Charles I silver “Death and Memorial” Medal ND (1649) 
MS63 PCGS, Eimer-162b, MI-I-347/201. Dies by J. Roettiers. 
These medals were issued in 1695 under the order of Charles II as 
a memorial to his father, who was beheaded in 1649 for treason, 
and are more commonly found in the bronze format. The obverse 
features an armored bust of Charles I facing right, and the reverse 
the Hand of God extending a crown above an English landscape. 
The legend in Latin translates to “Learn virtue from me, good 
fortune from others.” The present example is much finer than the 
norm, the best grade at PCGS. The details of the design sharp 
and full with a distinct lack of the wear often seen, and pleas- 
antly toned besides.

Commonwealth silver Proof Pattern Shilling 1651 PR53 
PCGS, ESC-173 (R3). Milled edge. Sun mm. By Pierre Blondeau.

Matching the second-highest 
MS grade across those censuses, this conditional rarity has little 
circulation wear and boasts a certain clarity due to the under- 
stated brilliance of the expanses. All wrapped in a deep elephant 
grey tone with sparking periwinkle highpoints, this little survivor 
is sure to draw the eyes of discerning collectors. 


Commonwealth Crown 1656/4 MS61 NGC, Sun mm, KM392, 
S-3214, ESC-54 (R). From the upper echelon of the certified popu- 
lation for this date-type, not witnessed at this firm since 2021. 
Exhibiting fantastic cabinet toning that makes for a meaningful 
in-person inspection, with luster still glistening around the flan. 
For the discerning collector. 


Oliver Cromwell Crown 1658/7 AU Details (Tooled) NGC, 
KM-D207, S-3226, ESC-240 (prev. ESC-10). Dies by Thomas 
Simon. The first Crown produced in England using the screw 
press, this coveted type is witnessed here in fairly affordable 
condition with great aesthetic character. Wear is minimal and sur- 
viving luster remains strong, igniting the centuries-old surfaces 
with a golden shimmer during in-hand inspection. The noted 
tooling is scattered across the flan, but due to the deeper patina- 
tion, remains mostly obscured to the naked eye.

PCGS, Eimer-242, MI-534-184. 44mm. By C. Adolfszoon. 
English and Dutch ships sailing together, each with an olive 
wreath atop the main mast // Shields of England and Holland 
suspended from an olive wreath, within a festoon of flowers, a 
banner below reads BRITAN BATAV PAX. This medal marks 
the Peace of Breda between the English and Dutch, signaling a 
break in their commercial rivalry. Featuring an immaculately 
rendered period ship design and Gem levels of brilliance and 
cabinet-toned eye appeal. Far outclassing the Dresden Collection 
example (an MS61) that hammered for $2,800 in our January 
2024 sale, we expect another spirited bidding competition for this 
piece. Accompanied by an old Jacques Schulman envelope. 


Charles II silver “Marriage of William of Orange to Princess 
Mary” Medal ND (1677) MS62 PCGS, Eimer-256, MI-568-235. 
By N. Chevalier. A popular 17th Century silver British Medal cel- 
ebrating the marriage of the future joint rulers of England. Much 
more often than not encountered handled and/or impaired, this 
Mint State piece is a superior example of its type. 


William & Mary silver Specimen “Battle of La Hogue” Medal 
1692 SP62 PCGS, Eimer-346, MI-64/266. 50mm. By James 
Roettier (likely). Commemorating the Naval Battle of La Hogue 
(Normandy) that took place on May 21, 1692. A rare state of 
preservation for this type that Eimer notes is usually found with 
suspension loops. Exhibiting striking luster that ignites the gold, 
scarlet, and seafoam patina on the surfaces. The naval scene, 
though low relief, is exquisitely preserved, earning this near- 
Choice designation by PCGS.

49mm. By R. Arondeaux. Plain edge. An enticing satirical silver 
Medal, celebrating the arrival of William III ready to take his 
place as King whilst the deposed James II is depicted behind him 
in flight. This example has a generous layer of glossy brilliance 
still intact and a wonderful 17th century nautical scene on the 
reverse. The only example presently certified at PCGS. 


William III silver Specimen “Peace of Rijswijk” Medal 
1697-Dated SP62 PCGS, MI-169/453, Pax-378. 49mm. By R. 
Arondeaux. Glorious example of this historical medal commemo- 
rating the Peace of Rijswijk. Cabinet toning in the fields contrast 
with lighter raised motifs, emphasizing the juxtaposition between 
the lustrous expanses and the articulated design. 


Prince James (III) Pretender silver “Gertruydenberg Peace 
Negotiations” Medal ND (1710) MS62 PCGS, Eimer-449a. 
38mm. By N. Roettier. A rare type to source, especially in silver. 
Used as propaganda aimed at the House of Stuart to persuade 
them to hand the United Kingdom over to Prince James, this 
piece has taken on a deep battleship gray and navy patina while 
still exhibiting discerning glow throughout. The only example at 
PCGS. 


Anne Shilling 1713/2 MS63 NGC, KM533.1, S-3617, ESC-1411 
(prev. ESC-1160). Plumes and roses in angles. A stunning and 
finest known of this elusive overdated Shilling, revealing a clear 
“2” beneath the “3” digit amidst uniform cabinet tone sure to 
interest the quality-conscious collector. 


George I gold 1/2 Guinea 1725 MS64 NGC, K M560, S-3637. A 
captivating fractional issue whose level of originality and clarity 
endure 300-years later nearly unmatched. A touch Prooflike, with 
notable flash to the peripheries, one a single example ranks more 
highly in NGC’s census, making this an opportunity not to be 
missed. 
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George II Proof 1/2 Crown 1746 PR64 NGC, KM584.2, S-3696, 
ESC-1691 (R; prev. ESC-608). VICESIMO edge. An exquisite 
rendition of this notably gorgeous design, crackling with Proof 
reflectivity during in hand inspection, which ignites an array of 
polychromatic tone across the surfaces. Altogether an admirable 
representative from the first Proof Set issued in Great Britain. 


George II Crown 1736 MS62 PCGS, KM575.1, S-3686. NONO 
edge. Plumes & Roses. The crowns of George II were the last 
of this denomination to be produced from West Country silver 
(a provenance denoted by the roses and plumes on the reverse 
of this example), this source becoming depleted in the mid 18th 
century and the production of silver coinage altogether slowing 
to a trickle until the early 19th century. A prestigious grade for 
the type with only two finer at PCGS, this example displaying a 
pastel burgundy tone and replete original luster. 


George II “Lima” Crown 1746 MS62 NGC, KM585.3, S-3689. 
Among the most coveted types from the reign of George I and 
one of instantly recognizable origin due to the not so subtle place- 
ment of “Lima” below George’s coiffed bust. Apart from those 
seldom-seen gold issues, the Crown is the most hotly contested, 
and in anything comparable to the preservation witnessed here, 
become prohibitive. Clearly having been tucked away not long 
after production, evidenced by the paucity of distracting marks 
and overall cabinet patina. 


George II silver “Coronation” Medal 1727 MS64 NGC, Eimer- 
510, MI-479-4. 34mm. By J. Croker. GEORGIVS II DG MAG BR 
FR ET BIB REX Draped and laureated bust left // VOLENTES 
PER POPULOS George II seated on throne holding globus cru- 
ciger and staff, receiving crown from Britannia, right; in exergue 
CORON XI OCTOB / MDCCXXVIL At the pinnacle of the NGC 
census along with two other examples. 


George II silver Specimen “Marriage of Anna to William IV 
Friso” Medal 1734 SP64 PCGS, MI-508/56 var, Eimer-531. An 
eye-catching silver Medal celebrating the marriage of George 
II’s daughter to the Prince of Orange. Ideally preserved in a 
distinguished cabinet environment, this near-Gem specimen is 
wonderfully flashy and colorfully iridescent to a subtle but pleas- 
ing degree. 


George II silver Specimen “Birth of Princess Carolina” 
Medal 1743 SP63 PCGS, Eimer-573, MI-571/207. 47mm. By 
N. v. Swinderen. Extremely scarce, commemorating the birth of 
Princess Carolina, daughter of Princess Anne and William IV 
of Orange. With virtually no locatable results in recent memory, 
this is not only a rare appearance for the type but at an exemplary 
grade. Semi-Prooflike flash reverberates across the surfaces, 
meeting dandelion and cobalt toning at the peripheries, great 
appeal. 


George III gilt Proof Pattern 1/2 Penny 1797-SOHO PR64 
Cameo NGC, Soho mint, Peck-1156. A beautiful pattern 
Halfpenny from this iconic issue, a matte texture to the raised 
rims and George’s elaborate bust, the remainder flashy and 
reflective with a similar pleasing contrast to the reverse. A gilt 
type which only arises every few years, rare and desirable thus. 


George III Mint Error - Double Struck Shilling 1816 MS66 
NGC, KM666, S-3790. Incredibly eye-catching, both condition- 
ally and visually, boasting a second strike that just clipped the rim 
and impressing the “D.G.” of the legend. Watery resplendence 
abounds, creating one of the most interesting Royal Mint prod- 
ucts in this entire catalog. 
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George III Counterstamped Bank 1/2 Dollar ND (1797- 
1799) VF30 NGC, Bank of England, KM-A622.1, S-3767. 
Host coin: Chile Charles III 4 Reales 1778/7 So-DA, Santiago 
mint. Counterstamp: Oval portrait of George III (UNC Strong). 
Counterstamped 1/2 Dollars are scarce, let alone over such a 
remarkable host: a Santiago 4 Reales with a clear, unlisted 1778/7 
overdate. We could not locate another 1778/7 Chilean 4 Reales, so 
it wouldn’t be far-fetched to say this is likely a unique counter- 
stamp/host combination. This piece bears honest high-point wear 
and a circulation tone, but a very bold and crisp stamp. The single 
1/2 Dollar stamp over Chile recorded by both NGC and PCGS, we 
expect interest from both British and Chile type collectors.

(1797-1799) XF45 NGC, KM627, S-3765A. Type I oval bust coun- 
terstamp (AU Strong) on Chile Charles III 8 Reales 1793 So-DA 
(cf. KM51, Cal-1023). Intriguing mauve and seafoam tone deco- 
rates the host, broken by the strong counterstamp that acts as a pool 
of original bloom. Very respectable straight-grade for the type. 
From the Coleccion Val y Mexia 


George III Bank Dollar of 5 Shillings 1804 MS65 NGC, Soho 
mint, KM-TNI1, S-3768, ESC-1925. A popular one-year Crown- 
type struck over Spanish Colonial 8 Reales at the Soho mint 
between 1804 and 1811 (although they all bear the 1804 date). 
This representative boasts an enviable Gem designation, just 
4 examples placed higher out of the 341 specimens currently 
graded across NGC and PCGS. Lustrous and patinated in mauve, 
champagne, and teal, beautiful in hand. 


George HI Bank 3 Shilling Token 1816 MS65 NGC, KM-Tn5, 
S-3770. A covetable example of this difficult date 3 Shillings, and 
one almost never encountered with such preservation and eye 
appeal and the current representative. Enveloped in a pleasing 
cabinet-tone that gives way to muted flash with the flick of the 
wrist, the offering astounds even from afar. Only five examples 
have received straight-grades between both services, this and 
Law specimen we handled in 2015 tying for the finest. 


George III Crown 1819-LIX MS64 NGC, KM675, S-3787. LIX 
edge. Exhibiting a most excellent cabinet patina and exceptional 
preservation to Pistrucci’s design. Just 8 out of 229 examples at 
NGC place higher than the piece at hand. 


George III Crown 1820-LX MS63 NGC, KM675, S-3787. LX 
edge. A famous product of Pistrucci’s hand and one located in an 
admirable state of preservation. Choice Mint State and produced 
with such clarity and sharpness upon an appealing, cabinet-toned 
canvas as to render the coin absolutely desirable. 


George III gold Guinea 1798 MS63 PCGS, KM609, S-3729. 
Good state of preservation for this “Spade” Guinea, reverberat- 
ing with luster and displaying limited haymarking than what is 
typical for the type. 


George III gold Sovereign 1817 MS61 NGC, KM674, S-3785. 
Broadcasting glistening, harvest-gold luster, with a highly accu- 
rate strike producing sharply contoured devices. The inaugural 
date, not only for George III’s Sovereign coinage, but for the 
famous British denomination in general, making it one heavily 
targeted by collectors of the series. 
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George III bronze “Indian Peace” Medal 1814 MS64 Brown 
NGC, BHM-844 (RR), Jamieson-14, Adams-12.1. By Thomas 
Wyon Jr. 75mm. Accompanied by a Hedley Betts: Medals of the 
World auction tag. An extraordinary piece of British-American 
history embodied as a Medal, produced by British forces for 
presentation to Native American chiefs who allied with them 
during the War of 1812. Such Medals were tokens of gratitude 
and symbols of alliance, representing a significant chapter in the 
complex relationships among British forces, Native American 
tribes, and the emerging United States. This particular Medal 
is not only a testament to the alliances formed during this 
tumultuous period, but also serves as a direct link to the last 
significant conflict between the United States and Britain. The 
NGC Population Guide reveals that this is offering is one of only 
two examples to be certified by NGC, with none being located 
at PCGS. Furthermore, the last handful of this issue to come to 
market have been in silver, fortifying it as no doubt a rare and 
sought-after piece. 


George IV gold Sovereign 1824 MS61 PCGS, KM682, S-3800. 
A conditionally scarce Sovereign from the relatively short-reign 
of George IV, quite appreciable, even at this lower-tier of Mint 
State quality. 


George IV gold “Laureate Head” Sovereign 1825 AU55 NGC, 
KM682, S-3800, Marsh-9 (R3). Laureate head. Year 1825 saw 
two versions of Sovereign issued, and this laureate head type is 
considerably rarer than the bare head bearing the same date. A 
handsome gently circulated example exhibiting balanced high- 
point wear and touches of amber toning gripping on the legends. 


William IV Proof 6 Pence 1834 PR65 NGC, KM712, S-3836, 
Bull-2506 (R3). Flat-top 3 in date. Only the fourth such example 
of this alluring and diminutive emission we have had the pleasure 
of offering, relaying a polychromatic array of tone throughout 
nearly pristine fields. 


William IV gold Sovereign 1832 MS64 PCGS, KM717, 
S-3829B, Marsh-17 (S). Second bust. Conditionally superb and a 
most sought-after denomination, here featuring William Wyon’s 
modest portrait of William IV, graciously coated in a thick satin 
sheen. Exceedingly crisp, even for this advanced designation, 
where we so infrequently see in comparable grades, ranking 
among the finer examples not only for this date, but the type, and 
only bested by the ex. Millennia specimen we handled just last 
year. 


William IV silver Matte Specimen “Accession” Medal 1830 
SP65 PCGS, Eimer-1220, BHM-1414. By W. Wyon (Obv. after 
F. Chantrey). 68mm. An imposing medal featuring lovely matte 
surfaces and splashes of lemon-orange tone. Free of any meaning- 
ful instances of handling whatsoever, this is the only example 
currently occupying the PCGS census. 


William IV silver Specimen “Coronation” Medal 1831 SP64 
PCGS, BHM-1475, Eimer-1251. 33mm. By W. Wyon. The official 
Royal Mint issue for the coronation. A beautifully constructed 
medal by the great William Wyon, this silver rendition with 
Prooflike resplendence is quite difficult to obtain in such an 
elevated tier of Mint State. 


Victoria copper-nickel Proof Pattern 1/2 Penny 1859 PR63 
PCGS, London mint, KM-Unl, Peck-2037. A fetching Victorian 
Pattern struck in an impressive Cu-Ni format and featuring a 
rather unique but attractive design. There is slight clouding to the 
fields but overall this example is quite bright and pleasing to the 
eye. Offered quite infrequently, this selection should pique the 
interest of British pattern enthusiasts.

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Victoria Proof Shilling 1889 PR66 NGC, KM774, S-3927. 
Large bust variety. A stunner of a coin, featuring the scarcer 
large bust of Victoria’s jubilee coinage, confirmed by a paucity of 
auction records, this and another PR66 we handled in 2007 as the 
only specimens in NGC’s population report. Polychromatic hues 
enliven the surfaces upon illumination, making this offering best 
seen in-hand. 


Victoria Proof Shilling 1893 PR66 Cameo NGC, KM780, 
S-3940. Mintage: 1,312. A minimally available type struck for 
inclusion in Victoria’s inaugural “Veiled” portrait Proof set, 
broadcasting stunning reflectivity, and enough to warrant a cov- 
etable Cameo superlative. 


Victoria Proof Florin 1893 PR66 Cameo PCGS, KM781, 
S-3939. A mesmerizing, polychromatic Cameo Gem Proof 
example of the “Veiled Bust” version of Victorian coinage issued 
from 1893 until the Queen’s passing in 1901. The coin was struck 
with such quality and preserved so incredibly, it almost looks as 
if Victoria’s “mature” portrait is popping out of the coin itself. A 
wonderful visual display at this quality. 


Victoria Proof Double Florin 1887 PR64 Cameo PCGS, 
KM763, S-3922. Roman | in date. A desirable “Jubilee Double 
Florin” emission, produced for only four years, presented here 
in near-Gem Cameo Proof with quite a unique visual aesthetic; 
blue-steel coloration with a scintillating metallic sheen and heavy 
obverse die-polish evidence. 


Victoria Proof 1/2 Crown 1893 PR65 Cameo PCGS, KM782, 
S-3938. A visually superior Gem Cameo Proof example of this 
first-year production of Victoria’s last bust design on British 
coinage. The central motifs are completely covered in teal-toned 
mint frost and the rest of the expanses are beaming with similarly 
toned iridescence and Cameo goodness. 


Victoria Proof “Gothic” Crown 1847 PR58 NGC, KM744, 
S-3883, ESC-2571. UN DECIMO on edge. Arguably the most 
iconic issue from Victoria’s prolific reign. Just shy of a Proof 
Mint State designation but nonetheless pleasing in hand, steeped 
in a mysterious autumnal patina that favors gold and mauve hues. 


Victoria Proof “Gothic” Crown 1847 PR55 NGC, KM744, 
S-3883, UN DECIMO on edge. An appreciable straight-graded 
representative of this ever-popular type, arguably one of the most 
beautiful coins ever made. Dressed in even, slate-gray patination. 


Victoria Proof “Gothic” Crown 1847 PR55 NGC, KM744, 
S-3883, ESC-2571. UNDECIMO edge. A more affordable 
example of this quintessential Victorian emission displaying a 
gentle pastel patina and no obvious signs of mishandling despite 
light rub to the high-points and an occasional light mark in the 
obverse fields. 


Victoria gold “Shield” Sovereign 1863 MS64 NGC, KM736.2, 
S-3852. No die number variety. Wholly charming and blanketed 
in an abundance of gleaming luster and reflectivity, bested by just 
three examples a single point finer between both grading services. 


Victoria gold “Shield” Sovereign 1869 MS64 NGC, KM736.2, 
S-3853. An alluring conditional outlier with fully defined devices 
and perfect cartwheel luster. Tied at the second-finest grade on 
the NGC census, with just four examples ranking finer out of 
nearly 500 graded there. 
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Victoria gold “Shield” Sovereign 1871 MS64+ PCGS, 
KM736.2, S-3853B. Die #29. The “plus” designation added to this 
near-Gem sovereign raises it to a quite scarce conditional status 
with only seven examples at PCGS outranking it. 


Victoria gold “Jubilee Head” Sovereign 1887 MS64 NGC, 
KM767, S-3866. A stunning inaugural use of Joseph Edgar 
Boehm’s new Jubilee effigy, here dressed in notable frost and 
booming mint luster. 


Victoria gold 5 Pounds 1887 MS62 PCGS, KM769, S-3864. 


Royal College of Physicians gold “William Baly” Prize Medal 
1861-Dated (1909) MS63 Deep Prooflike NGC, BHM-2707, 
Eimer-1545. 58mm. 104gm. Awarded to Emil Fischer in 1909 
for Chemistry. Hermann Emil Louis Fischer (1852-1919) was 
a German chemist and 1902 recipient of the Nobel Prize in 
Chemistry. He discovered the Fischer esterification whilst also 
developing the Fischer projection, a symbolic way of drawing 
asymmetric carbon atoms. Some die deterioration in the legends 
and the usual contact marks one would expect to see on such a 
large high-relief gold medal; otherwise charmingly preserved 
with deeply reflective fields. 


Victoria bronze “American and Canadian Chief’s Peace” 
Medal ND (187X) MS63 Brown NGC, BHM-2961 (R), Eimer- 
1610. By J.S. & A.B. Wyon. 76mm. This expansive Medal was 
intended to be numbered and dated in reference to a solidified 
peace treaty between Great Britain and Indian tribes that resided 
on now-Canadian lands. According to British Historical Medals, 
these treaties occurred between 1873 and 1899, with Medals 
known to be numbered 3 through 9. The offering at hand would 
have been engraved with the number of the treaty and the year 
that the treaty was signed on the reverse, being offered as an 
official representative of the concluded peace treaty. An unnum- 
bered, undated, and bronze version of this Medal is undoubtedly 
rare, with this cataloger only being able to trace two silver and 
attributed versions to come to market between 2007 and 2018. 
Furthermore, this is the sole example to be certified by NGC, 
solidifying its rarity as an unattributed peace treaty Medal. 


Victoria gold “Diamond Jubilee” Medal 1897 MS61 NGC, 
BHM-3506. 55mm. Produced with a matte finish giving a pleas- 
ing, subdued glow to the planchet, light hairline breaks in the 
frost to Victoria’s dual portraits (in line with their high relief). 
Firmly Mint State with abundant eye appeal. 


”Tennis” gold Specimen Medal ND (c. 1900) UNC Details 
(Spot Removed) PCGS, 24.11gm. Hallmarked “375” (9 
karat gold). Featuring a lovely old-time lawn tennis scene. 
Accompanied by the original case of issue.

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SOUTH AFRICA 


Griquatown. Victoria copper Specimen Penny ND (1890) 
SP64 Brown PCGS, KM-X9 (previously KM-Pn6), Hern-GT21. 
Admirable representative of the type, bearing lovely periwinkle- 
toned frost to the raised devices and original silhouetting. 


The Griqua were a migratory native people who intermarried 
with Dutch colonists. In the early 1800s, the London Missionary 
Society founded Griquatown. However, in 1900, the town was 
destroyed by the British during the Boer Wars. The tokens from 
this period, featuring a stylized dove flying with an olive branch 
in its beak, are undated. In 1890, patterns for the Victoria penny 
were minted in copper and nickel. 


Republic gold “Double Shaft” Pond 1892 MS62+ NGC, Berlin 
mint, KM10.1, Hern-Z44. A near-Choice example of this notable 
Pond rarity with revolving luster and hints of vermillion tone on 
the reverse. 


In 1891, with an election approaching and facing strong opposi- 
tion, President Kruger was eager to introduce the Republic's 
new coins. However, the new Mint was not yet operational, so 
the President ordered coins dated 1892 from the Kaisermunt 
in Berlin. The first shipment included pounds, half pounds, and 
crowns that featured two shafts on the wagon and equal-sized 
front and rear wheels in the coat of arms. Traditionally, the 
Voortrekker wagon had a single shaft and larger rear wheels. To 
make matters worse, the designer, Otto Schultz, had placed his 
initials under Kruger’s bust—an unfortunate choice since “O.S.” 
in Afrikaans means “ox.” This blunder nearly cost Kruger the 
election. Eventually, new coins with the correct design were 
issued. 


Republic gold Pond 1898 MS64 NGC, Pretoria mint, KM10.2, 
Hern-Z51, Fr-2. Rare state of preservation for the type, residing 
comfortably in the top 5% of the graded populations across PCGS 
and NGC. 


Republic gold “Veld” Pond 1902 AU53 NGC, Pilgrims Rest 
mint, KM11,Fr-4. Rare and immensely popular type struck under 
siege during the Boer War at Pilgrims Rest. Displaying honest 
remaining luster and a hint of olive tone. Accompanied by origi- 
nal mint-issued flip. 


As the Boer war neared its end, the remaining fighters for the 
South African Republic retreated to the countryside at Pilgrim’s 
Rest. There, they melted down gold bars and nuggets to mint their 
own coins, asserting independence from the British. Using old 
farm machinery and accessible chemicals, they made the gold 
pliable enough to shape into coins. Their hand-chiseled dies pro- 
duced 968 coins, known as “veldpond” because they were made 
in the South African veld (the Afrikaans word for field) and had a 
denomination of one pond.

Some marks are noted when 
viewed under a loupe, but overall quite nice in hand. 


Provisional Government 2 Pesetas 1869 (69)-SN-M MS64 
NGC, Madrid mint, KM654, Cayon-17427. A near-gem example 
of this rare two year type. Exhibiting piercing luster under a salt 
silver and charcoal patina. 


Alfonso XII Peseta 1883(83) MS-M MS65 NGC, KM686. A 
rare emission represented by the finest example graded at NGC. 
Exhibiting vibrant luster overlayed with champagne and lavender 
tone. Exquisite in hand. 
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Alfonso XIII gold 20 Pesetas 1904 (04) SM-V AU58 NGC, 
Madrid mint, KM724, Fr-349. Mintage: 3,814. This highly 
coveted, one-year type is difficult to obtain at this graded level 
and higher.

“Warrior Standing” type. Likely awarded a plus designation from 
NGC for the semi-Prooflike quality of its fields and the discern- 
ably crisp quality of its devices.

Should state sales tax become applicable in the 
state for delivery prior to delivery of the property on the invoice, Buyer agrees to pay all applicable state sales 
tax as required by the delivery state as of the shipping date. Buyer agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason.
